Diu-ing the establishment of the 
Romans in Britaiin, it does not ap«> 
pear that any restrictive laws re- 
specting game were promulgated 
by that people.

.with the first possessor. From the

than for his excellence as a hunter ; 
bence his portrait is a fit subject 
for the delineation of the painter, 
and equally so for the gt'aphic in- 
genuity of the engraver.

15. Rimmer retreatetl to" every 
part of the ring with Molineux 
close, 4it nearly length, and the lat« 
ter at length got a stomacher at 
him and floored him. Rimmer lay 
on the ground prostrate, when 
another scene commenced, which 
rarely fiappens. Rimmer at this 
time vvas, technically speaking, 
" dead beat," and in a state of 
childhood. The scene which here 
presented itself wouldT baffle the

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skill of tbe first artist. Lords and 
Nobles hustled in with sweeps and 
ploughmen^ fighting men^ and as- 
sistants, who cbose^ indiscriminate- 
ly, horse-whipping — ^the assembly, 
amounting to at least ten thousand 
persons inclosed in the spacious- 
ring, and every one at his own 
game. In this state, which lasted' 
twenty minutes, those disposed to 
make their exit were unable ; and 
^ at length Crib put himself in a 
bustle, and by assistants, succeeded 
I in again beating out the ring. — It 
is an etiquette in fighting, that if 
either of the men in combat leave 
the ring in such a case, he loses the 
battle, and consequently both men 
again wer^ set to, great pains hav- 
ing been taken during this bustle 
to get Rhnmer to stand on his legs 
again. The combatants fought six 
other rounds, to the discomfiture of 
Ritnmer, who received about ten 
other blows, and he at length re- 
signed the combat, when unable to 
stand. 

There need but few remarks on 
the combat; it was impolitic to 
match a young novice against a 
professor of terror like the black. 
The blow in the third round, fol- 
lowed up by the two others in the 
subsequent round, reduced Rimmer 
to a state of insensibility, and he 
had no chance after of displaying 
any one requisite to cope with the 
' sttirdy Black. He had courage, 
bht he has a losing nack of giving 
his head when he hits« and, above 
an, he has a timidity in going too 
near bis adversary, and he conse- 
quently hit half a length short. It 
is only, necessary to state of Moli- 
, neux, that he is a very ugly atsto- 
Vker. He has gained by practice 
a quickness of bitting, which, if 
not so pleasing to the eye as a 
Gtilly, a Belcher^ or a Crib, it is

SPORTING OBITUARY. 



TN our last month *^ Sporting In- 
telligence, page 41, is the first 
published account of the accident ' 
which befel Sir James Pulteney, in 
Norfolk : — the name of the place 
where it happened should have 
been Buckenham, not Buckingham. 
The authentic particulars that 
bare since come to hand^ are as 
fellows :— 

On Friday, the 26th of April, 

'died at Buckenham-house, in the 

county of Norfolk, General Sir 

Japts Pulteney, Bart, who sur- 



vived only six days the unfortunate 
accident he met with froia the ex- 
plosion of a flask of gunpowder 
made of the oxygenated muriate of 
pot-ash, which takes fire from the 
slightest blow, or even friction. 
He was in the act of shaking the 
powder into the pan of his gun, 
when striking the flint, a spark 
flew into the powder flask, which 
exploded, and being blown violent-^ 
ly into his left eye, occasioned an 
inflammation, which no medical 
skill could afterwards allav. 

JSlr James was a Qeneral in fht 
Army, and Colonel of the 18th or 
Royal Irish Regiment of Foot. 
He entered the army early in life, 
and distinguished himself much in 
the American war, particularly in 
the memorable defence of St. Kitt's- 
At the commencement of the war 
of the French Revolution, he served 
on the Continent, under the I>uke 
of York, and in the expedition to 
Holland he had a command under 
his Royal Highness, and was Com- 
mander in Chief in the unsuccess- 
ful Expedition against Ferrol. — 
Upon the formation of the present 
Administration, he was appointed 
Secretary at War, which office he 
resigned last year. — Agreeably Ur 
his will his remains were interred 
at Buckenham. — ^The interest of the 
immense sum left him by his wite, 
: the Countess of Bath, (fifty thou- 
sand pounds per annum) now de- 
volves on the four children of Mrsi 
Markham, by a son of the late 
Archbishop of York, who was di- 
vorced from her husband about six 
years ago.— His }>rother, Major- 
General Murray, succeeds' to the 
Baronetage, and the/aniily estates 
in Scotland.

commencement of this interesting 
case, which is continued and finish- 
ed in the present number. 

It hath fallen within our pro- 
vince but too frequently, to regis- 
ter the weaknesses, in action, of 
that class of the community, who 
proudly denominate themselve» 
gentlemen, and whose required 
duty is to be not only blameless, 
but exemplary! In descanting 
upon such occurrences, we have 
uniformly endeavoured to abstain 
from making any inroad upon the 
prescribed outline of human deli- 
cacy, or tearing open those wounds 
which have partly cicatrized by 
time: yet some particular cases 
have forced themselves upon our 
notice, the discussion of which 
we have felt to be a serious and 
necessary obligation upon ns, to 
mark them out with an accompa- 
nying sentiment of sorrow, if not' 
indignation, in order the more ef** . 
fectually to restrain others, ei^ent- 
nally, from committing simifar 
outrages upon the laws of moral 
honour. 

When courts martial have heen 
held, and the award of a body of 
gentlemen, so eminently respect-*" 
able, hath been promulgated, it is 
with extreme caution that their 
measures should be re-examined; 
and especially by those who have 
not known the advantages of a 
military life^ and the keen respond- 
sibility thai is attached to such a 
station, although their ideas of 
punctilio may be equally just, if 
not chivalrous. Impressed with 
this idea, we shall oflfer a brief ani- 
madversion upon the leading fea- 
tures in this case. 

As an unstained reputation is 
necessary to every individual; who 
would exist respectably, but indis- 
pensable to a naval or military 
officer^ who canno* he said to exist

the extent and bearing of a cbarge 
against anotber, before be gives it 
utterance : and by gratifying i\\e 
yulgar rage for scandal^ despoil 
Lis neigbbour of bis good nsUue, 
perhaps for ever.

At leugili his friend, (Captain- 
Whitby) procured an interview 
with Captain Langton, and pre- 
sented him a letter from Major 
Nortbey, comprchcniling a chal- 
lenge ', and (howeyfer properly such 
results may be deplored) what less 
could Major Nortbey do, under the 
pressure of a provocation so intole- 
rable } To tbis letter, Captaii) 
Langton replietl, that be did not 
bold himself bound to give Major 
Northey tbe satisfaction that be 
demanded; and, in another stage 
of the proceeding, tb^t be did not 



look upon bim more fa¥onii4>?iEf 
since bis accjuittal by tbe Court qf 
Inquiiy, than be did before ! ! I 

Here tbe matter seemed to re« 
pose, until the parties met at Chel- 
tenham, when Major Northey, in 
the presence of several gentlemeoi 
called Captain Langton ' a coward 
and a scoundrel,' for which con- 
duct, the latter procupsd a court* 
martial to be instituted \ Tbe conn 
sequence of this was, that Major 
Northey was ordered to be ca- 
shiered (agreeably to tbe articles 
of war) ; but bis Royal Highness 
tbe Prince Regent thought of, aD4 
judged the whole affair with bis 
usual wisdom, justice, and magna- 
nimity; be weighed tbe calumny 
with the resentment, and restored 
Major Northey to his rank and* 
situation in tbe army. Now Mat 
jor Norti^ey may turn upon his 
enemies, and exclaim, in confi- 
dence, where will tbe shame rest 
now ? 

Too much praise cannot be be- 
stowed upon Major Spicer, who, a^ 
a member of the Honourable Court 
Martial, took an especial care tQ 
unmask every subterfuge that cim-i 
ning or paalice might .create, in or- 
der that he migbl ilevclope tbo 
facts 5 for^ as our.immort^ jjard 
bath expressed it— ,

ENGLISH IN BENGALJ 

TJ^EW parties of pleasure can be 
. . iuore agreeable^ than those for 
Irantiag, formed by ladies and gen- 
tiemen in Bengal; particnlarly at 
some distance from the presidency 
of Fort William^ where the coun- 
try is pleasanter, and game of 
every kind in greater plenty. Any 
time, between tiie beginning of 
November and tiieendof February, 
It taifien for then excarsions 3 dur- 
ing which season, tbe climate is 
delightfdlly temperate, the air per* 
fectly serene, and the sky often 
without a cloud. 

To transport the tents, and other 
requisite^ for the accommodatioa 
of the company, to some verdant 
Spot, near to a wood and rivulet, 

Ceviously selected, elephants are 
rrowed^ and camels, ^mall coun- 
try CBfUf oxe», and bearers, hired 
jBt no considerable expence } the 
price of ail kinds of grain, and 
wages of course, being exceedingly 
reasonable. Nor does tbe com-' 
manding officer of the troops, with« 
in the district, often refuse a guard 
of Sepoys to protect them from the 
danger (^ wild beasts, (for they 
generally resort to the haunts of 
game) or the depredations of still 
wilder banditti, now and then pre<^ 
vading the country. 

The larger tents are pitched in a 
square, or circle, while those for 
the guard and servants usually oc-* 
tnpy tbe outer space. Every mar- 
^ee for a lady is divided into two 
or three apartments, for the camp-* 
bed, her closet, and her dressing 
room-^is carpeted or matted '^ and

The doors or curtains of the mar- 
quee, wattled with a sweet-scented 
grass, are, if the weather chance 
to become sultry, continually sprin^ 
kled with water from the outside ^ 
and a chintz wall, stained in hand- 
some figured coaipartments>. en^ 
compasses the whole. 

For tbe sujpply of common food, 
if no village be very near, petty 
chandler-shbps enough are engaged 
by the family Banians (house ste W'« 
ards) to accompany them, glad to 
profit of such an opportunity of 
gain.— ^-Liquors and every species oi 
European necessary, are provided 
by the party themselves. 

Palanquins and horses are em* 
ployed for convetance of the gen* 
tlemen, and the ladies, with their 
female attendants ; and, where the 
roads will admit of it, close and 
open English carriages also. 

Part of the morning sports of 
the men, commencing at dawn of 
day^ consist in rousing and chas* 
ing the wild boar, the wolf, the 
antelope, the roebuck, the musk 
and other deer, ^ares, foxes, and 
jackals. Besides tbe common red, 
the spotted, and the small mouse, 
^ere are ten or twelve sorts of 
bog, or short-bristled deer. Boars 
are usually' found amongst tbe un-* 
cultivated tracts, or the regular 
plantations of sugar canes, which 
give to their flesh the 'finest flavour 
imaginable. Wolves afid jackeJs 
are seen prowling and lurking at 
break of day, about the skirts of 
towns and villages, or retiring from 
thence to their holes within woods, 
or within pits, hollows, or ravines 
on tbe downs. Fields of grain, 
particularly of mustard seed, are 
the harbours. of foxes. Harea 

I shelter 
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shelter in the pame situations as in 
England. Hog, roe-buck, and 
musk deer, conceal themselves a- 
mongst the herbage ; and the an- 
telope and large deer rove on the 
plains. Ail these animals, how- 
ever, resort not rarely to the jufi- 
gle8, or very high thick and uncul- 
tivated grass, with which the levels 
of Indostan abound, either to 
graze, to browze, or in pursuit of 
prey. 

Or the gentlemen divert them- 
selves with shooting the same ani- 
mals; as also, partridge, quail, 
plover, wild cocks and hens, pea- 
cocks, and florikens, together with 
water bens, braminy geese, cranes, 
wild-geese and ducks, teal, widge- 
on^ snipes, and other aquatic fowl, 
in infiuite abundance : Many of. 
them are of extraordinary shape, of 
glowing, variegated plumage, and 
of unknown species ; "whose num- 
bers, when alarmed, and flushed 
from the lakes,, like a cloud abso- 
lutely obscure the light, as much as 
they cover the surface of the water 
while they swim. 

The foxes are very small, slen- 
derly limbed, del^icately furred, and 
by no mean> rank in smell, feeding 
principally upon grain, vegetables, 
and fruit*. They are exceedingly 
fleet and flexible, and when running, 
wind in successive evolutions to es- 
cape their pursuers. 

Jackals are rather larger than 
English foxes, but of a brown co- 
lour, and not so pointed about the 
nose. In nature they partake more 



of the wolf, than of the dog or £•<« 
Their real Asiatic name is shugaul, 
perverted by Eoglish seamen^ trad- 
ing to the Levant (where they arc 
R» plenty, on the coasts of Syria, 
and Asia-minor) into Jackal. 

Of partridge there are several 
kinds, one something like grouse, 
ohly more motley feathered. 

Plover, too, are various, and whea 
the weather becomes warm, orto- 
lans traverse the heaths and com- > 
mons in immense flocks. 

There are no pheasants in the 
woods of Bengal or Bahar, nearer 
than the confines of Assam, Chit- 
tagou, and the range of mountains 
separating Indostan from Thibet 
and Napaul. But there, particu-> 
laiiy about theMorung and Betiab, 
they are large and beautiful, more 
especially the golden or burnished, 
the spotted, and the azure> as well- 
as brown Argus pheasant. ) 
. As for peacocks, they are every 
where in multitudes, and of two or 
three species. One tract in Oris- 
sah is denominated More-hunje, or 
the peacock district. 

Cranes are of three or four sorts, 
and all of caerulean grey. The 
very lofty one, with a pink head,- 
is called sarus ; the smallest called 
curcarrah, uncommonly beautiful 
and elegant, whose, snow-white 
tuft, behind its crimson eyes, is the 
appropriate ornament for the tur- 
ban of the Emperor alone; and 
the middle sized one, with a black 
head, the comnion grus. They re-

SFORHl^G LAW CASE. 

Tried tn iht Cwrt<(fKin%*9Bench^ May 4. 

Church V. Sturdy. 

'T^HIS was an action tried at the 
^ Exeter Assizes to recover the 
▼alue of a hare, wherein a verdict 
had heen given for the plaintiff. 
Some hounds to which Mr. C. was 
a subscriber, started a hare, and 
run her on the grounds of the de- 
fendant, where a labourer caught 
her alive, whereupon the defendant 
came up and took her from him, 
as being found on his land. Mr. 
Church, the plaintiff, demanded 
the hare, which Mr. Sturdy re- 
fused 5 and this potion was brought 
and a verdict obtained. 

This day Mr. Serjeant Lens 
moved to have a new trial. He 
contended, that as the hare woi not 
killed by the plaintiff's hounds, no 
right of action accrued, because no 
right of possession was vested in 
the plaintiff, unless either his dc^ 
caught or killed it in running.-^ 
That with respect to him it was at 
sdl events /er^ natura, and if an 
action lay at all, it must have been 
against the man who had given it 
to Mr. Sturdy. The Court grant- 
ed a rule, observing, " that the 
plaintiff' was situated pretty much 
alike with his hounds and with his 
Attorney ; with his hounds he had 
• death in view, and lost his game |

CAPTAIN LANGtON AGAmsT 
MAJOR NORTHEY.

SBCONB DAT. 

Chelf ea Coll^, April t. 

^HE Court having assembled, 
CaptXangton begged permission 
to make some addition to his evi* 
dence of yesterday respecting the 
occurrence at Cheltenham on tha 
11th of October. The Court as-* 
sented, and Captain Langton said, 
that having stated yesterday his not 
having heard any thing further 
from Major Northey at seven 
o'clock that evening, and in con- 
sequence also of an , alarming ac- 
count he received of the illness of 
one of his family, he had taken his 
place in the Bath coach $ he wished 
further to add, that before he took 
this step, he waited upon Sir Joha 
Sherwood, who strongly recom- 
mended him to go away on account 
of the letter he had just received. 
Early on the morning of the 12tfaL 
he again waited on Sir John Sher- 
wood, and told him of the new 
circumstance which had taken 
place on the preceding evening,, 
and shewed him the letter he had 
received j in consequence of which 
Sir John Sherwood still recom- 
mended him to leave Cheltenham f 
and he left at the bar of the board- 
ing-house where he lodged, a paper^ 
referring any person who doubted 
the motive of his departure, to Sir 
John Sherwood. 

Captain, Northey Hopkins, exa- 
mined by the prosecutor, stated, 
that he knew Major Northey, and 
accoQipanied him to Sheldon's Ho- 
tel on the evening of the 11th of 
October, where he saw Captain 
liangton, and heard Major Nor- 
they call him ^ a villain and a 

scouadcel^*^ 
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kcoondrel/' and afterwards '' a 
coward;" the Major said. Cap- 
tain LangtoD bad traduced his cha- 
racter, and called him a coward a 
^^cond time. 

Major Northey declined putting 
«ny question to the witness. 

Captain Langton was then exa- 
tnined by Major Spicer, a member 
oi the Court. 

Q. You stated in your evidence 
yesterday, that you had no recpl« 
lection of having, at a party of 
liady Abdy*s> represented any in- 
terference of yours as the cause of 
breaking off Major Northey's mar- 
riage— -Does your recollection now 
•erve you, whether you did make 
use of such expressions, at any 
time, and at any party at Lady 
Abdy's ?— "-A. 1 have no recollection 
whatever of my being at a party at 
I^ady Abdy*s : I used to visit at her 
- JLiadyship*s house sometimes in the 
mornings; and one evening I re- 
collect calling on the family to go 
to the play with them, but no con- 
Tersation whatever occurred re- 
specting Major Northey. 

Q. Did yon at any time at Ladjr 
Abdy's speak in most disrespectful 
terms of Major Northey? — A. Be- 
ing on friendly terms with Lady 
Abdy and her family, I have on 
more occasions than one made 
mention of the facts within my 
knowledge concerning Major Nor- 
, they. 

Major Spicer — ^^ That is no 
answer to my question. You state 
these occurrences as facts; the 
Board of Inquiry found they were 
not facts, I wish to know whether 
Captain Langton did not speak 
most disrespectfully of Major Nor- 
they, subsequent to the proceedings 
of the Board of Inquiry. 

Captain Langton begged permis- 
sion of the Court to read the sexir 
teace of the Qoard pf In<|uiyy« 



The Judge Advocate said, he 
must (Object to its being read, as 
there was no proof of the authen- 
ticity of the paper; on which ac- 
count it could not be produced as 
evidence, or be put upon the mi- 
nutes, unless both parties admitted 
it to be a true copy of the determi- 
nati6n of the Board of Inquiry. He , 
thought these questions were of a 
most delicate nature. The Court 
was not to inquire into the facts 
before the Board of Inquiry ; at the 
same time he saw no objection to 
the judgment of the board being 
read, if the.parties admitted it to be 
• a true copy. With regard, to the 
question itself, he felt considerable 
difficulty. The Court was not to 
inquire into the circumstances of 
the disrespectful terms used, and 
the witness could not be expected 
to draw the nice distinction be>- 
tween matter of fact and matter of 
opinion. 

Major Spicer observed, the ob«* 
ject of his question went to the 
conduct of Captain Langton sub* 
sequent to the opinion of the 
Board of Inquiry having been de« 
livered. If Major Northey had 
called him out for something which 
had occurred after the proceedings 
of the board. Captain Langton 
having persisted in abusing him in 
public and private parties at CheU 
tenham, and still persisting in abus- 
ing him every where he went, in his 
opinion it would make a very great 
distinction from the charge theq 
before the Court. 

The Judge Advocate intimated^ 
the propriety of clearing the Court, 
and strangers were ordered to with<e 
draw. 

On our re-admission, we under» 
stood that the opinion of the Board 
of Inquiry was allowed to be enter-r 
^d on the minutes. 

Tbomas Sheldon, master of the ^ 
}s,i bo*r4iD|;- 
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boarding-house where Capt. Lang- 
ton lived at Cheltenham, stated, 
that he saw Major Nprthey on the 
11th of October, in the evening, 
and heard him cat! Captain Langtoa 
" scoundrel and rascal !" 

The evidence having closed on 
the part of the prosecution, Major 
North ey requested till Friday to 
prepare his defence, which the 
Court complied with,— Adjourned 
tUi Friday. 

Third Day, April 5. 

The Court assembled at the usual 
bour. pursuant to adjournment, 
and on Major Northey*s being 
called upon to make his defence, he 
presented a paper, which was read 
by the Judge- Advocate to ,the 
Court, and was to the following 
purport :— 

That Major Northey had ap-» 
plied for a board of inquiry on his 
conduct, for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the charges preferred a- 
gainst him by Major Tidy ; which 
application being complied with, 
the board had declared it as their 
opinion, *' that the reports to the 
prejudice of Major Northey, ancj 
which Major Tidy heard in Por-» 
tugal, were not of an extent or na- 
ture to do away the honourable 
testimonies produced in support of 
his character/' It further stated, 
that Major Northey had found 
considerable difficulty in rebutting 
the charges of Captain Langton, 
by being prevented from entering 
into the detail of the circumstances 
which occasioned them, and which, 
from their frivolous natuie, or 
total want of foundation, were 
wholly unsuited to the dignity of 
the Court, but for the injury sus- 
tained by Major Northey in conse- 
quence of them, both as an officer 
|Lnd a gentleman. 

TU.at Major Northey had hoped 



thcit the board 6f inquiry wouU 
have accompanied the opinion pro« 
nounced by them, by a declaration^ 
that in coqsequence of the ground- 
less or frivolous charges brought 
against him, they deemed h\% pro- 
secutor deserving of censure for his 
conduct. 

That he felt the disappointment 
of this hopv more strongly, from 
having heard in Tarious quarters 
that the members of the board of 
inquiry had previously and indivi- 
dually expressed their opinions to 
that effect. 

That it was not his intention to 
make any insinuation of partiality 
in the mode of proceeding adopted 
by the board; but. yet there v^as 
some colour for such an impression 
being produced, in consequence of 
the beard having adopted an unusual 
process with respect to him, by call- 
ing on him for his defence before the 
charges were stated, against which 
be was to defend himself. 

That he had been denied the in- 
dulgence of any assistance from a 
military friend: while Major Tidy 
and Captain Langton had free and 
unrestrained intercourse with eacK 
other — thus depriving Major Nor- 
they of the benefit of a public pro- 
ceeding, while it was granted to hia 
prosecutor. 

That in consequence of this re- 
striction. Major Northey bad suf- 
fered much injury from the looseand 
inaccurate report which bad been 
made to the Commander in Chiefs 
of the evidence and facts necessary 
to elucidate circumstances which it 
was his wish to make as public as 
possible. 

That Major Noithey conceived 
that the conduct of his prosecutor 
should not pass without animad- 
version, when the injustice done to 
his character was considered, and 

the hopourable testimonies he should. 

produce 
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produce in support of it, from the 
earliest period of his ^rvice to the 
looment in which he addressed 
them J and he hoped, that, from all 
these considerations, the Court 
would acquit him of the motives 
•scribed to him in the charges.— 
That, on the 10th of September, 
1810, Major Northey memorialized 
his Excellency the Commander in 
Chief to appoint a General Court 
Martial to investigate his charac- 
ter and conduct^ he had the mor- 
tiiication to receive no other than 
a communication from his Excel- 
lency, thait Major Tidy bad not 
been actuated by any motives of 
personal hostility, &c. thus indi- 
rectly sanctioning that proceeding, 
by -which, upon hearsay reports, 
t^at Officer had most officiously and 
wantonly endeavoured to disgrace 
bim as an officer, and to effect his 
ruin as a member of society ; and 
depriving him of availing himself 
of demanding that satisfaction 
whirh his wounded, feelings called 
for, which prevented him from be- 
ing restored to society with an un- 
blemished character. The opinion 
given by the Court of General Of- 
ficers fell very short of the justiee 
be was entitled to, and inconsis- 
tent with the regard which was 
due to the pre^servation of the ho- 
nour and character of an individual, 
either as a member of the military 
p'ofession, or holding any other 
rank in society. It was evident, 
throughout the whole course pur- 
sued by bis prosecutor, either origi- 
nally at Lisbon, or subsequently in 
a repetition of those aspersions 
which were proved before the boaixl 
of inquiry to- have been unfounded, 
or loose and frivolous, he was ac- 
tuated by motives not less malicious 
than dangerous to society in gene- 
ral, unless checked by those to 
Wbos^ protection the interests of the 



army and of society were confided. 
— ^The defence then proceeded to 
animadvert upon the conduct of the 
prosecutor, in persevering in his 
calumnies against Major Northey, 
and his refusal to give him the sa- 
tisfaction of a gentleman. It alsb 
strongly animadverted on the man- 
ner in which Captain Langton had 
given his testimony on the present 
occasion, and entered into a fidl 
justification of Major Northey'* 
conduct throughout. 

While the Judge- Advocate was 
reading the above statement. Cap- 
tain Langton objected to some 
passages, which he said were not 
connected with the subject before 
th6 Court. 

The President said, that there 
were many parts of the defence 
which he could have wished bad 
been omitted ; but as they had been 
read, it would be in Captain'Lang- 
ton's power tp make any state- 
ment he thought essential to refute 
them. 

Tbe opinion of the board of Ge- 
neral Officers on Major Northey'« 
character was then read, to the 
following effect : — 

" That board having duly at- 
tended to, and maturely considered 
such evidence as has been brought 
before them, relative to the matter 
between Majors Tidy and Northey, 
as well as what those gentlemen 
have offered to the board, are of 
opinion — '* That the reports to the 
prejudice of Major Northey, and 
which Mfifjor Tidy heard itf Portu- 
gal, were not of that extent, or of a 
nature sufficient, to 'do away the 
honourable testimonies produced by 
Major Northey in support of his 
character.

stairs, he thought he could best 
describe the state of the Major's 
mi mi by repeating his words at the 
time : — " Good God !" said he, 
^* Mr. Holmes, what a dreadful 
»ituation I am placed in ! Sir Oa- 
Tid Dundas has refused me a Court 
Itfartial, conceiving that the sen- 
tence of thei board rendered it un- 
necessary. This man still persists 
in csdling me a thief, and will give 
me no satisfaction. The step I 
took this day will send me out of 
the army, and if I allow him to 
continue aspersing my character 
URneticed, I shall not only be driven 
from the army, but from society." 
-—He asked him what he conceived 
lie ought to do ? he, the witness, 
gave him his opinion, and was 
ready to repeat it, if the Court 
would allow him. He appeared to 
kim irritated to a state of jnadness, 
in so much so, that in the course of 
the day be begged of him not to ap« 
peal to him again. 

Colonel Enys, late of the 29th 
regiment, stated, that he had known 
Major Northey for iiine years, 
from his first coming into the re- 
giment in 1791> until the witness 
quitted it in 18CK); during the lat- 
ter part of that ])eriod, for the five 
years he commanded the regiment 
(with the exception of a few 
inonth^, while Lord Cathcart and 
Colonel Dickson commanded it), 
he knew him intimately. Iluring 
the former period. Major Northey 
was serving on hoard the Blenheim 
as an Officer of the Marines, at 
fvhicb time a 4ctachment of the 



regiment served as marines, and bt 
had not an opportunity of seeing 
bim then so frequently, or until the 
witness left the service. In the 
latter part of the time, Migor Nor^ 
they was Lieutenant of his (th^ 
witness*s) company ; and he took 
upon him to aver, in the most un» 
qualified terms, that be never re- 
membered the slightest imputation 
upon Major Northey*s character ; 
on the contrary, he had ever es- 
teemed bim as an excellent Officer, 
always attentive to his duty, and 
one who, in every respect, main* 
tained the character both of an 
officer and a gentleman. He had 
likewise been in constant habits of 
corresponding with him ever since; 
and the first imputation he had ever 
. heard against his character, was in 
.a letter he received from Major 
Northey, dated the 2d of August, 
1810.

Northey, one of his Majesty's As- 
sistant Quarter*Masters General, 



who was arraigned upon the Und^« 
mentioned charges, viz. 

" 1st. That Major Northey did, 
on the 26th of August, 1810, send 
a challenge to Captain Aigemmi 
Langton, of his Majesty's 6lst (or 
South Gloucester) regiment of 
foot, in consequence of the evidence 
which had been given by Captain 
Langton before a board of General 
Ofiic:ers, appointed to iorestigate 
Najor Nortbey*s character, which 
met on the 7th of August, 1810. 

'' 2d. That Major Northey, at 
Cheltenham, on the 11th of Octo- 
ber, 1810, did, at two different 
times on that day, behave with in-^ 
suit and outrage towards Captain 
Langton, and did then conduct 
himself in a scandalous, infamoua 
manner, such as is unbecoming the 
character of an officer and a gentk* 
man." 

Upon which charges the Court 
came to the following decision :— 

" The Court having maturely 
weighed and considered the evi- 
dence adduced on the prosecution, 
as well as what has been oftiered in 
defence, are of opinion that the 
prisoner. Major Augustus Northey, 
is guilty of the first charge, except 
so much as alledges the challenge 
to have been sent in consequence 
of the evidence which had been 
given by Captain Langton before a 
board of General Officers appointed 
to investigate Major Northey*s cha- 
racter, which met on the 7th of 
August, 1810. 

** The Court also finds the pri- 
soner guilty of the second charge, 
except so n^uch as ailed ges that be, .

*' The Court do therefore ad-

The Court have felt 
themselves bound to pass this sen- 
tence^ in conformity to the 2d ar* 
ticie^ Jih section^ of the Articles of 
War. In the performancei how- 
CTer^ of its painful dutyi the Court 
cannot but express an anxious soli-^ 
citiide in the unfortunate situation 
ef the prisoner^ whose character, 
unsullied as it has been exhibited 
from unquestionable evidence, has 
so long suffered from unmerited ac-^ 
cusacions. 

" The Court therefore humbly 
recommends hira to his Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent's most 
favourable consideration." 

" I am to acquaint you that the 
Court having adjudged the prison- 
er. Major Northey, to be cashiered, 
in conformity to the Articles of 
War, which expressly provide such 
punishment for the crime charged 
and proved against him, the Prince 
Regent, in the name and on the 
behalf of his Majesty, was pleased 
to approve and confirm their deci- 
sion. 

" The Prince Regent was at the 
same time pleased to take into his 
most gracious consideration the 
extreme provocation under which 
Major Northey's feelings were ir- 
i^tated, towards the committal of 
an act which, however subversive 
of good order and discipline, can-

havoc which was formerly made 
amongst the horses and oxen to an 
amount which is almost incredible. 
I found by what took place, that 
the bull - tight at the Port was 
as much interdicted as in every 
town in Spain, but as a convenient 
boon to tbe people, the governor 
was permitted by the Supreme 
Junta indirectly to concede it to 
them. 

* " Before the fight commenced, 
a procession entered, composed of 
the difierent dramatis persouae in 
this bloody pastime ; after making 
their o})edience to the governor, one 
ojf them begged permission to fight 
the hulls ', the governor turned his 
h.ead aside, and made a motion that 
their prayer could not be granted ; 
they again bowed, and as they 
were retiring, the people called out 
to his excellency, in a very brief 
exclamation, to indulge them with 
the spectacle, upon which the go- 
vernor made a signal with his 
handkerchief to the performers, 
that the bulls might be fought. 
Thunders of applause expressed 
the public gratitude, which at 
lengih was succeeded by the silence 
of highly-excited expectation. 

" The bull intended to be fought 
was then drivcfn across the ar^n^, 
in company with two tame oxen 
with bells round their necks j three 
or four piccadoresy mounted on 
tolerably well-looking Andalusian 
hacks, entered the circus, and took 
thch station near some of the 
wooden partitions or barricadoes 
erected within it, for the protection 
of those who fight the birll on foot, 
wben they are hard pressed by 
bim. These equestrians wore lea- 
thorn gaitors, well padded about 
tiie legs, thick leathern breeches, 
|ilk jackets of various colours. 



embroidered with apangles andlace^ 
and trimmed with ribbons, whitish 
brown hats, tied under the chin, 
having a very flat broad brim, their 
hair inn net, with a long tassel at 
the bottom, and carrying a long 
pole with a goad at the end. Pre- 
sently the massy bars of a double 
gate under the governor's box,^ 
through which tbe bulls had passed; 
were knocked ^side, and the maa 
who opened it immediately sprung 
behind one of the before-mention- 
ed barricadoes for security. This 
was a moment of uncommon an- 
xiety and expectation. Immediate- 
ly a noble Andalusian bull rushed 
into the arena ; at first he seemed 
appalled by the shouts of sucfa an 
immense concourse of people ; he 
stared around him, pawed tbe 
earth, smelt it, snorted, and then 
observing the piccadores, he col- 
lected himself and made a despe- 
rate charge upon the nearest of 
them, who turned him aside with 
bis pike : with accumulated rage 
he assailed the next, and threw 
horse and rider with such violence, 
that the furious animal himself 

I 

rolled over them, and for a moment 
they were all concealed by a cloud 
of cliist. The chulos, or foot com- 
batant, dressed en majo or sprucely, 
much in the same attire as the 
male bolero dancers wear, rushed 
from behind the ba/-icadoes, and 
provoked and distracted tbe. in- 
furiated beast by holding before 
him cloaks of different colours : in 
the mean time the fallen piccador 
rose and remounted bis horse, 
whose side had been opened by tbe 
bull, and whose entrails were hang- 
ing from tbe orifice, in ribbons 
streaming with blood j the pooF 
animal moved a little, but slowvly,, 
from loss of blood, and from aiv 
iapprehension of treading upon his 
bowels —horrible sight ! His ri- 
der 
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^her dismoimted^ but not till the 
miserable beast could carry him no 
more. The dying horse was left 
to languish ; several times he made 
a convulsive but ineffectual effort 
to rise, then raised his head, and 
looked round as if to implore some 
one to dispatch him. No one, not 
even the hangman, would have re- 
l^sed him from his miseries. A 
proud custom forbids it, and he 
was left to breathe his last in agony. 
Such of the jnccadores as are not 
able to ride off their horses,- on 
nccount of their wounds, when the 
trumpets sound for the chulos to 
t>ait the bull, are paid the less than 
those whose horses are able to 
Garry them. This accounts for the 
piccadores pushing their horses, 
however badly goied, to the last 
extremity. After lighting the bull 
for some time, the trumpets sound- 
ed, the piccadores retired, and the 
chulos commenced an attack. With 
great confidence, he approached 
the animal to his very horns, and 
as he rushed upon them alternate- 
ly, he eluded the assault by adroit- 
ly stepping aside, first endeavour- 
ing to fix, and generally with suc- 
cess, two banderillas or barbed ar- 
rows, decorated with curls of co- 
loured paper, on each siile of his 
seek. If by accident or want of 
experience they are fixed in- the 
sides of the beast, or the banderillas 
do not adhere, the disapprobation 
of the spectators is excited. Some 
of these banderillas have gunpow- 
der crackers attached to them, 
which discharge themeslves soon 
after they are fastened, to madden 
the bull the more. In these at- 
tacks the skill and intrepidity of 
the chulos were conspicuous. Af- 
ter some time, the people called 
out, r.iatalo, matalo ! kill him, kill 
b\m, meaning the boll. This is a 



high^ thodgb unwelcome complt-^ 
ment paid to the animal. The 
trumpets again sounded, and th'<6 
cftti/o* retired. 

** The matador then entered a^ 
lone, with a red cloak spread over 
a small stick in one hand, and A 
sword in the other; and amidst 
the ap]ilause of the populace, 
bowed to the governor; who by 
a signal gave him leave to dispatcil 
the bull. The animal roai-ed, ^nd 
writhing with a^ony, endeavoured 
to shake ' the rattling banderiilai 
from his neck, and prepared to 
charge the matador. The con* 
ilict now appeared to present 4 
frightful disparity against the man. 
All were mute : no one of the mul- 
titude seemed to breathe. Calm 
and collected, extending the stick 
which supported the red cloak, h* 
courted the assault of the furious 
animal, who at length turning his 
head to the ground, rushed with all 
his might upon him. Once or 
twice, still more strongly to ex» 
cite the feelings of the spectators, 
be stepped aside and let the buft 
pass ; at length, upon the bull re^ 
newing the attack, and jnst as his 
horns were at bis breast, the mata- 
dor thrust his sword between thein 
into his neck. The blow was mor- 
tal, and in an instant the fury of 
the animal seemed to be at an eni 
Rolling his eyes in death, he re- 
ceded a little, then collected him- 
self, fell upon his knees, and bel- 
lowed in expiring agony; blood 
gushed from his mouth, and he wa^ 
finally dispatched, the wound being 
first ascertained to be mortal by 
striking a dagger, into the spine, 
and'he died, amidst shouts of apf 
plause bestowed on the skill of the 
intrepid matador. Three horses 
yoked abreast, and decorated with 
little flags and ribbons, then eiiter- 
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tA i tbe bull waft fastened to their 
traces by the boros, and (bragged of 
At fui) gailop. 

'' The skill of tbe maicdor at 
Ibis ampbitbeatrt was b«»^itary» 
mad pcrbaps bts fate may ba so

was the tirst turrwrnior io all Spain,

" Upon my return from Seville 
to tbe Port, the fame of an Andalu-^ 
sian htdl attracted me once more, 
aud I detei'mined that it should 
be the last time, to the ampbitbe^ 
atre. • It was indeed a terrible aniv 
mal. In the course of his fi|ry, ha 
gored five horses to death aud near- 
ly killctl one of tha pkcadores, who 
was extricated from bis horns and 
i:arried ofi*. The governor's daugb<« 
ter b^d honoured the beast, by 
making ^itb her own delicate 
bands a ri^b decoration of ribbons 
for his n^ck, apd lovely women ap- 
plauded the bh>a(ly havoc which ha 
p^ade.

man, said a pretty Spanish lady j 
bow beautifully did .he kill the 
bull !* I leurned that be had ob«: 
tained all his popularity by dis- 
paubing a very iierce bull a few 
3nfidaya before with stich grace 
and sciencei that bis^ friends, as a 
distiagttished mark of their eitthu-? 
saastic admiratioD, took off their 
Deckcloths, coats, and some cflea 
their waistcoats, and threw them at 
him in tbe arena. This compli- 
jnent, strange as k may 'seem to an 
Buglisbman, appeai;<^l to afford 
him the highest grati&ation j and 
after collecting the articles thus 
Ihrown, and distributing them to 
their owners, he vaulted into a seat 
lamong'tbe spectators, amidst thun* 
ciers of plaudits. This nobleman 
was remarkably handsome, and a 
iew yeass since distinguished him- 
self at tbe bulUfights at Madrid, 
where he attracted so much of the 
queen's atteuUou, that the prince 
ipf peace deemed it |irutlent to ba- 
nish him from the city. He has 
lost much of his consequence, bovr- 
ever, by associating with the bull- 
^ghters, and is on that account as 
little respected as the noble ))atron$ 
pi the pugilistic art are here, for 
tbe same, reason. . 

'** Although it is alwnys usual to 
.kill Ihe bull that shows much spi*- 
irit, the one I haye last described 
.was reserved on account o^ his pe- 
^ xuliar merit -for another fight ; it 
.being rather necessary at Uiis pe- 
jriod to husband up tbe resources 
4»i a gratification so bighlyx esti- 
mated ; he was accordingly led out 
]wkh the blood streaming down his 
chest and shoulders by two tame 
l^xen^ who Visipg acloutted i^to tb« 



arena, went up to him, eodeefhied' 
to invite him to retire, upon which 
they all moved off together. In 
this omnner, tbe hull which Js not 
giv^n up to the maiador is always 
conducted . The decoy ing Qxen are 
treined for tbe occasion, and it is 
not a little interesting to see bow 
consoled the pooc, bleeding* hai*- 
rassed, palpttati|igbuliseems,.wheji' > 
they come to bis relief, and hon^ 
^ell .pleaseil he ;ti*ots off from bis 
persecutors between h'\^ two friends. 
The^ monkey, 1 found,. rarely tj^kes 
a part in tbis exhibition, and Is 
never ^ posed when there is .much 
danger. His vnulting in the air^ 
as£ir as his chain will allow, hit 
terror and grimaces when tbe hull 
vuns at him, are son ices of much 
more amusement to the p(M>ple.thaa 
^to tbe pertbrmeij who, on the 
day I saw him, in a- moment of 
great persrviial apprebensiou, broke 
hia. chain, aud took refuge amopgsfc 
the spectators. When the bull 
makes tcm^aiYls tlie nionkej', tlie 
people exclaim ^ a lafnotm, a la 
mpna,' to ithe^. monkey. After tbe 
fight, 1 vras, admitted behind the 
sceo^, that i^» to see the dens in 
Vrhich the bulls are kcf>t, before ^ 
they appear in the arena. From , 
the outside of the . building, the 
animals enter a passage, having on 
each side several pf these dens, 
each of which is provided with a 
portcidlis door, moveable jip and 
down by pullies. These -dens are 
boariled at top, having holes and 
\trap-door^ at certain . distances, 
through which the keeper, in peiv 
feet safety from above, can goad 
each bull from one den into ano- 
ther, or into tbe passage, at tlie 
end of which is tha gate that ojwns 
into the arena: here, if the ani- 
mal be remarkably ferocious and 
powerful, a massy door, raised and 
depressed by [>!iiUies, is .suddenly 
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fet cEown iipon his neck to reduce 
k» strength, and at the same time 
to exa^>erate bis spirit. £x]>eri- 
ence enables the biiU-figbteis to 
know by a glance of the eye, the 
peciUiar disposition of the bull) 
itnd e*;en to ascertain whether he 
|n»shes with the right or left hot-n. 
The gate is then opened, and he 
makes his entry into fhe arena. 
There are also rooms for the dif- 
ferent perforroei-s J and one, in 
which are a bier, a crucifix, and 
surgical instruments for those who 
ge;t wotnided, and a priest attends 
with the host in case of a fatal ac- 
cident. After the fight the dead 
. Korses are drawn out, and laid up- 
on an adjoining sj)ot of ground, to 
W devoured by the dogs -, and the 
IhiUs, which are the perquisites of 
the matador, are sold at about six- 
teen (lollai's each. Bach of the pic^ 
cadore9 receives fifteen doubloons, 
«t three piastres each doubloon, for 
€ach fight ; the I matador es the 
same, ^nd the chulos thirty dollai*s 
each ; after these, and a handsome 
sum to the proprietor of the the- 
atre. Mid the cost of the bulls, 
horses, &c. are paid, the residue, 
, which is always considerable, is 
^ven to charitable institutions, 
and other public purposes. And 
thus is even cruelty made ministerial 
to humanity and civilization."

A PUGILISTIC match for. lOOgs. 
hetwixt a Somersetshire man of 
the name of Sanderson^ and Flow- 
ers, of bruising fame, took place 
at Hazely, Hants, on Monday, the 
^gth ult. The battle was of a 
very obstinate nature, althoagh 
Sanderson gave a stone. In the 
first round both were fait dc>wn: 
with blows of strength, and in the 
second Flotvers bad a rib broke, 
by a right hand lunge from his ad- 
versary. Before they had fought 
caghteen minutes, Sanderson's bead 
having so 'repeatedly received the 
left-hand straight hits of his adver- 
sary, his features wer^ hid, and in 
^i^ s( ate he got his jaw broke in 
the ninth round. Nothing but 
the obstinate courage of the men 
coiilc^ have protracted a battle 
of this kind, one with a broken 
jaw and the other with a broken 
rib y but it was maintained twenty 
minutes longer with a ruffian-like 
fnry> which bears no comparison 
with many modern battles. The 
men hit without flinching, and 
were knocked down without raur- 
xnafisg, until a blow behind the 
iright ear set Sanderson- to sleep, 
and his life was despaired of. The 
amateurs present subscribed forty 



guineas to the loser^ or his next of 
kin. 

On Tuesday, the 23d ult. diedi 
in the 81st year of his age, Isaac 
Grainger, long known in the Cas- 
tle Howard country as th^ first 
sportsman of his day, having hunt-

•feat establishments ; but on tbei 
Earl of Carlisle giving up keeping 
the foxhounds, his Lordship was 
pleased to withdraw him from that 
line of life, by retaining him at the 
head of his stable depaitmentj 
where he has for a number of yeari 
enjoyed, under a long pressure of 
infirmities, every comfort and at- 
tention so pecufiarly characteristic 
of the Earl of Carlisle's goodness 
to all dependant upon his Lord-* 
ship. 

The latter end of last month 
died, at Messrs. TattersalPs, Mr.. 
Jonathan Bray, aged 8?. He lived 
many years with the Jate Dtike of 
Kingston, and has since kept the 
Betting'^room at TattersalVs. He 
was an honest >man, and a good aod 
faithful servant to his employers. 

The beginning of this month 
died, Mr. Devenish, of Bulford 
Farm, near Amesbury, Wilts.—- 
About two months ago he was 
coursing, and riding up to head aE 
hare, his horse started, and made 
so rapid a turn, that Mr. Devenish 
was thrown, and his back so vio" 
lently wreuthed as ta be hroken in 
the fall. He was-othei*wise dread- 
fully hmtj'and after enduring ex- 
treme pain his wounds gangrened, 
which terminated his life. He was 
a young man much respected, and 
bis melancholy fate is greatly la- 
mented.

« If this be true to any considera^ 
ble extent, there can be no doubt 
that the said breed of racers will 
suffer in proportion 5 but it may be 
worth while to consider, whether 
the injury to the Public at large 
will be such as to create much, 
alarm. Two cjuestions^ indeed^ 
present themselves : — Is this infor- 
mation correct ?-^— Do our Nobility 
seriously intend to abandon the 
Turf? And, if they do, what are 
the probable consequences to the 
nation at large? 

For my own part, I am dispgsed 

to think the information a littlt 

P premature. 
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yrematMre. Detestable as tbe late 
trick of poisoniog was^ I do not 
cpnsider this cause as adequate to 
such an eft'ert. We have often 
heard of tricks of this kind^ such 
as giving a horse a pail of water at 
ft seasonable time, or introducing a 
rusty nail into his foot; but, al- 
though these were productive of 
some degree of iU-hunoour, we ne- 
▼er heard that fewer horses were 
entered for the subsequent plates. 
The truth, I apprehend, is, that 
the business of the Turf is so con- 
nected with tricks of this decrip- 
tion, that the man who would take 
umbrage at them, and be wise 
enough to give up the amusement 
on account of them, must have a 
great deal to unlearn^ before he 
ran be considered as a true sports- 
man. 

I will, however, take for grant- 
ed that the criminality committed 
may have all the effect attributed 
to it, and that the breed of race- 
horses, so long the pride and boast 
of our country, may really be in- 
jured ) and 1 would then ask, what 
consequenori^ are likely to ensue to 
the nation at large. For this pur- 
pose, as .i,t is a question wh||||s>ic 
would ill become an obscure in^vi- 
dual like myself to answet',|tKvould 
propose a Committee to iu(j[iiire into 
the matter. Committees of Inquiry 
have lately been very much in re- 
quest, and the Public has been edi- 
fied by many voluminous Reports, 
which are now lying quietly on our 
•helves. Perhaps the fate of the 
Committee I now propose may be 
cimilar, but the experiment is worth 
trying ; and, in order to give some 
idea of the information derivable 
from their laboui*s, I beg leave to 
add a series of Queries to he taken 
into consideration ; first premising, 
however, that as, in all cases in the 
Courts of Xfavv, where horses are 



concerned, the article of oath t§ 
visibly depredated, I would have 
the witnesses examined on their 
word, or their honour, which woald^ 
in my humble opinion, be perfectly 
equivalent. 

The subjects, then, for the consi- 
deration of this Committee, might 
be these : — 

When were horse-races intro- 
duced into this country, and for 
what purposes ? 

Does the breed of horses, fit for 
the turf, necessarily depend on the 
quantity of money betted by their 
owners ? 

\Does the said breed necessarily 
depend on the quantity of money 
betted by persons who have horses 
of their own? and how far art 
their bets concerned with the pros- 
perity of Newmarket ? 

Is there no possibility of pro- 
moting die breed of horses, as of 
other animals, by suitable rewards, 
without the addition of betting ? 

Is the breed of race-horses ne- 
cessarily connected with the breed 
of money in the pockets of their 
owners, or of the spectators } 

Is gambling absolutely and in- 
contestibly necessary to the spiri- 
tual and temporal interests of the 
frequenters of races? and cansot 
the breed of horses be promoted 
without increasing the breed of 
gamesters ? 

Superior as a race-horse appears 
in external figure, is there any es» 
sential dift'erence, as to the pur- 
poses of gambling, between hini 
and a pack of cards, or a pair of 
dice? 

W^hen was it discovered that it ia 
absolutely necessary that a certain 
number of young Nobility and 
Gentry should be annually ruined 
on the turf, under the pretence of 
promoting a fine breed of horses ? 
By whom was this discovery made ?

Governor Bligh v. Colonel Johnstone. • 

TT will be perceived, by referring 
to another part of this Maga- 
zine, that a Court-Martial bas been 
held upon Lieutenant-Col. John- 
stone, of the 102d regiment, at tbe 
instance of Governor Bligh, for ex- 
citing a mutiny in tbe Colony of 
New South Wales, of wbicb set- 
tlement the complainant was Gor 
vernor. ' 

As the circumstance of "tbe.Court- 
Martial being established on this 
occasion, renders the dispute l)e- 
tween these gentlemen an affair of 
honour, we have no hesitation in 
offering some remarks upon the' 
subject, although the immediate 
cause is not entirely personal. 

Of all tbe questions which are 
now agitated publicly, there are 
none that include a greater portion 
of national interest, than tbose in 
wbich military insubordination 
form a primary feature. It were 
a fruitless delicacy to withhold our 
opinions upon this bead, when eve- 
ry thinking man in this empire and 
its dependencies is seriously as- 
sured, that OUT national existence, 
much less our individual securitv, 
is materially interwoven in this se- 
rious epocha, with tbe due mainte- 
nance of a prescribed duty, as well 
in tbe governors as in the governed V 
Assuming this as an indisputable 
axiom, in morals as well as policy, 
we shall proceed to exjuess our 
deep regret at this event, inasmuch 
as it works to the injury of that 
legislative compact, which was in- 
tended to bind tbe high and tbe 
low, the mighty and the weak, i^ 
one common chain of mutual de- 
pendency. — Obedience is necessary 
in <he affairs of private life, to con* 
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dnct them with hannony ; but in 
governmental matters it is indis- 
pensable ; and the only sure mode 
oi establishing an obedience in spi- 
lit, (as any other species of popular 
pbedience is illusory) is to make 
the state of the humbler part as 
comfortable as possible— «-to make 
no inroads upon right and usage 
but those for which the direst ne-

T^HE Russian Cavalry (says Sir 
•^ R. W.) is certainly the {best 

mounted of ^ny u})on the conti- 
nent ; and, as English horses never 
can Jicrve abroad in English condi- 

. turn, it is the best^mounted in £u- 
roj)e. — Hungary and Turkey may 
perhaps produce horses as well 
adapted for the hussar and irregular 
services, hut the Russian horses 
are matchless for an union of size, 
itrength, activity, and hardiness 5 
whilst formed with the bulk of, the 
British cart-horse, they have so 
much blood as never to be coarse, 
and withall are so supple as na- 
turally to adapt themselves to the 
manejge, and receive the highest 
degree of dressing. — ^They are chief- 
ly l:)red in the plains of the Don 
and the Volga ; but as the native 
breed of those countries, and of the 
surrounding nations, is of inferior 
si 76^ it is not improbable that they 
are descendants of the celebrated 
Cappadocian breed, introduced in- 
to Europe by the Romans, and 
(which is rem?irkable) into Nubia 
by a present of three hundred from 
the Emperor Coustantine to one 
of the African Princes; where they 
seem to have preserved all their 
character and powers, whilst the 
influence of European climate or 
food has somewhat degenerated 
their stature.

capital in Europe could not present 
a finer cavalry parade.

- The amusements of the citizens, 
as described by this antient writer, 
were confined to the ^J^orthern 
vicinity of the capital j but it ap- 
pears, that at this period it was not 
unusual for wrestling matches, 
shooting, casting the stone, and 
other pastimes between the citizens 
and the villagers, to be held at 
places farther Jistant from the city 
tban either of the situations above 
mentioned. 

' Fitzstephen informs us, that in 
he afternoon the youth of the 
city were accustomed to go out 
into thejields, with their teachers, 
to play at ball; the scholars of 
every school having their particu- 
lar balls ^ while *' tbe antient and 
wealthy citizens came on horse- 
back to see these youngsters con- 
tending at their sport f* that exer- 
cises on horseback, to qualify them 
for military pursuits, were used 
every Friday afternoon in Lent; 
and that on these occasions the 
sons of the citizens came out of 
the city in great numbers. He 
likewise adds, that the citizens took 
delight in birds, such as sparrow- 
'hawks, gosS'hawks, &c. and in 
liogs, for following the sports of the 
field. 

• Stow, speaking of the fields in 
the Northern environs of London, 
tlescribes them as '' commodious 
for tbe citizens therein to walke, 
ghoote, and othei*wise to recreate 
and refresh their dulled spirits, in 
the su'eet and wholesome ay re.** 
lie also mentions, that it was cus- 



tomary of old time for the oftc^yv 
of the city, " namely, the sberifiv^ 
the porters of the King's beame or 
weigh-house, and other of the 
citie,** to be challengers of all men 
in the suburbs, to wrestle, shoot 
the standard, broad arrow, and 
flight, for games, at Clerken weU^ 
and in Finsbury fields. 

But among the variety of pas- 
times used by the citizens in antient 
times, none seems to have been 
more attended to than the practice 
of shooting with the long bow; 
and the fields extending from tbe 
city wall to the vicinity of Isling- 
ton, Hoxton, and Shoreditcfa, and 
known by the name of Finsburff 
fields, were kept in common for 
that purpose: a right which ap- 
pears to have been from time im- 
memorial enjoyed by the Londoners 
in the exercise of their several 
amusements. 

The encouragement of this pas« 
time was a measure of the first po- 
litical importance, and of which 
most of our Kings subsequent to 
the Norman Conquest seemed ful- 
ly aware, as is evident, from the 
statutes that were repeatedly enact- 
ed for the regulation of the exer- 
cise. 

In 1365, Edward the Third com- 
manded the Sheriffs of London to 
make proclamation, that *' every 
one of tbe said city, strong in bo- 
dy, at leisure times, on holydays, 
should use in their recreations bows 
and arrows, or pellets, or bolts, and 
learn and exercise the art of shoot- 
ing, forbidding all and singular in 
our behalf, that they do not after 
any manner apply themselves to 
the throwing of stones, hand-ball, 
foot-ball, bandy -ball, lambuck, or 
cock fighting, nor such other like 
vain plays which have no profit in 
them.*' 

In 1302, an Act passed to oblige

•emmts to $boot with bows and 
arrows on holydays and Sundays ; 
and of such consequence was ex*- 
cellence in this art esteemed, that 
Sir John Fortescue, an eminent 
lawyer in the reign of Henry VI. 
again and again declares, *' that the 
mighte of the realme of Englande 
standytb upon archers.'* 

Daring the reign of Henry VIII. 
{who had from early life practised 
the manly and athletic exercises, 
particularly that of the bow) seve- 
ral statutes were made for the pi*o- 
motion of archery. He granted, 
in the 29th year of his reign, a pa- 
tent to Sir Christopher Morris, 
Master of the Ordnance, and 
others, that they should be over- 
seers of the science of artillery, 
'* to wit, long bowes, cross bowes, 
and band gonnes.^" with liberty 
for them and their fraternity to ex- 
ercise shooting at all manner of 
marks and butts, and at the game 
of. the popinjay, and other games, 
as at fowl and fowls, as well in the 
eity and suburbs, and in all other 
places. In this patent theje was 
one remarkable passage, viz. that 
in case any person was shot or 
da^n m these sports by an arrow 
shot by any of these archers, he was 
not to be sued nor molested, if he 
bad, immediately before he shot, 
used the word Fast 

Arthur, the "elder brother of 
Henry, was particularly fond of 
this exercise 5 insomuch, that an 
expert bowman was styled Prince 
Arthur. In the third year of this 
* reign, every father was directed to 
provide a bow and two arrows for 
his son when he should be seven 
years old 5 also, in -the sixth year 
of the same reign, all persons, ex- 
cept the Clergy and Judges, were 
obliged to shoot at butts.— Anec- 
dotes of Archery, p. 45. In an old 
Ml^d, writtjeD ifx praise of the 



Princess Elizabeth, vrife of Henry 
VII. his Majesty is described aa 
employed in a princely amusement. 

" See where he shooteth at the tmttes, and 
with him Lordes three.*'

In a splendid shooting match at 
Windsor, hefore the King, when 
the exercise was nearly over, his 
Majesty, observing one of bis 
guard, named Barlo, preparing to 
shoot, said to him, " Beat tbeni 
all, and thou shalt be Duke of 
Archers." Barlo drew his bow, 
executed the King's command, and 
received the promised reward, be- 
ing created Duke of Shoreditch, 
that being the place of his resi* 
dence. Several others of the most 
expert marksmen were in like man- 
ner honoured with titles, as Mar-' 
quis of Islington, the Earl of Pan* 
cridge, &c. taken from those vil- 
lages where they resided. The title 
of Duke of Shoreditch descendetl 
for several generations with the 
Captainship of the London Arch- 
ers. 

It is noted by Hall, in his Chro- 
nicle, about 6 Henry VIII. that 
" before this time the inhabitants 
of the towns about London, as 
Iseldon, Hoxton, Shoresditch, and 
others, had so inclosed the common 
fields with hedges and ditches, that 
neither the young men of the city 
might shoote, nor the antient per- 
sons walke for their pleasures in 
those fields, but that either their 
bowes and arrowcs were taken 
away or broken, or the honest pei^- 
sons arrested or indighted, saying, 
that no Londoner ought to go out 
of the city but in the highwayes. 

*' This saying so grieved the 
Londoners, that suddainly this 
yeere a great number oT the city 
assembled themselves in a morning' j 
and a turner^ in afooWs coale, can>e 

s 2 crying 
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crying thorow tbe city, shovels and 
spades, shovels and spades. So 
many of the people followed, that 
it was wgndcr to heboid -, and with- 
in a short space all the hedges 
about the city were cast down, and 
the ditches filled 114J, and every thing 
made plaine, such was the diligence 
of these workmen." The rioters 
having thus effected their purpose, 
returned quietly to their respective 
liomes ; ** after which,** says Hall, 
*' those fields were never hedged," 
—Stow's Survey, p. 476. — In \544, 
Roger Ascham wrote an excellent 
treatise, intituled, ** Toxophilus, 
the Schole or Partitions of Shoot- 
ing; contayned in two bookes; 
pleasaunt for all gentlepaen and 
yeomen of Eaglande for tbeyr pas- 
tyme to reade, and profitable for 
tbeyr use to folowe, both in warre 
and peace." In this work the great 
excellence of archery above other 
sports, and its utility in a political 
point of view, are ably discussed, 
while many of the fashionable 
amusements of the d^y are justly 
condemned. 

In, 1583, there was a splendid 
shooting match in Smithfield, un- 
der the direction of the Duke of 
Shoreditch, Captain of the London 
archers, with his several ofiiceTS, 
the Marqnisses of Clerkenwell, Is- 
lington, Ho;Kton, and Shacklewell, 
the Earl of Pancras, &c. 

In the *' Remembrance of the 
•worthy Show and Shooting, by the 
Duke of Shoreditch and his asso- 
ciates, upon Tuesday the J 7th of 
, geptemher, 1583, by W. M." (Lon- 
don, 12mo. l682), we are told, 
' that ** tbe train passed to Shore- 
ditch church, an() then turned 
down into ^ogsden fields, into a 
faire lar^e green pasture ground 
of goodir compass, wliere a tent 
was set up for the Duke and the 
chief citizens." This exercise last- 



ed two days. There were asicnf 
bled archers to the amount of 
3,000, each having a sash, a loDg 
bow, and four arrows. On the 
evening of tbe second day, the vie* 
tore were led off the field, mounted 
on horses, and attended by two 
hundred per^pns, each bearing « 
lighted torch in his hand. 

Paul Hentzner, in his journey 
to England, in the reign of Eli? 
zabeth, observes, ** the English 
make great use of bows and arrows 
to this day in their exercises." It 
appears, however, that the prac- 
tice was at thi$ period on the de? 
clinc; for, ab6ut the year li^Q, 
the bowyers, fletchers, stringers, 
and arrow-H^ad-makers, petitioned 
the Lord Treasurer, as they ba4 
the Queen before that time, con- 
cerninjg'tneir defxofed conditvon, by 
reason of the discontinuance of 
the use of archery, and toleration 
of unlawful games. 

In the reign of James I. archery 
seems to have fallen much into 
disuse. Stow laments, that it had 
become *' almost clean left off and 
forsaken j for," says he, '^ by the 
means of closing in of common 
grounds, our archers, for want of 
roome to shoote abroade, creepe 
into bowling alleys, and ordinarie 
dicing houses, neerer home, where 
they have roome enough to haz* 
zard their money at unlawful 
games." 

To reinedy these inconveniences, 
and give encouragement to this ex- 
ercise, James, in l605, directed 
his letters patent to the Lord 
Mayor, the Lord Chancellor, and 
several other eminent persons (in- 
cluding Sir Thomas Fowler, of Is- 
lington), alledging that divers per- 
sons about the city, possessing 
lands, &c. had taken away from 
the archers the exercise of shooting 
in such fields and closes^ 9S^ time 

oat 
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actt of miod^ Itad been allowed to 
he shot 10^ by niakiog banks, 
liedges^ and plucking up tbe old 
marks, and making ditches so broad, 
without bridges^ &c. ; and dire^tiiig 
these commissioners to survey the 
pounds within two miles compass 
of the city and suburbs as used to 
have marks^ and be used for shoot- 
ing, and to reduce the same to pro- 
per order and condition, as in Hen- 
ry the Eighth's time. 

Charles the First appears, from 
the dedication of a treatise, inti- 
tuled, 'f The Bowman's Glory," 
.to have been himself an archer; 
and, in the eighth year of his reign, 
lie isiiied a commission, similar to 
Ithe above, directed to the same per- 
sons, and empowering them to ()re- 
/Tent the fields near London from 
l)eing so inclosed as to " inter- 
rupt the necessary and profitable 
exercise of shooting," and also to 
lower the mounds,, where they hin- 
dered the view from one mark to 
Another. 

In 1 628, was published, a small 
Tolume, intituled, " Ayme for 
Finsburie Archers ; or, an Alpha- 
betical Table of the Names of 
every Marke within the same Fields, 
with their true Distances, accord- 
ing to the Dimensuration of the 
-Line, newly gathered and araend- 
4ed, by James Partridge." This 
'book is dedicated, " to all that 
affect the famous exercise of Ar- 
cherie frequent! ngFinsburie fields /' 
and in the preface are given 
*' rules touching the use of the 
^treatise," with general directions 
to archers in the pursuit of that 
exercise. 

In the use of the bow, great dex- 
terity, as well as strength, seems 
;to have been requisite. The Eng- 
lish archers made use of a very long 
bow J and, by stat. 33. Hen. VIII. 
^rsoQS of the age ai twenty-four 



years were prohibited from shoot* 
ing at any mark that was not dis- 
tant two hundred and twenty 
yards. The longest distance be- 
tween the marks in these fields ap- 
pears to have been nineteen scpre, 
or three hundred and eighty yards, 
and the shortest from mark to 
mark nine score, or one hundred and 
eighty yards. 

An anecdote is related of Top- 
ham, the sir&ng man of Islington, 
who, happening to be at a public 
house to which the Finsbiiry arch- 
ers resorted after their exercise, 
considered the long bow as a play 
thing fit only for a child; upon 
which one of the archers laid him 
-a bowl of punch that he could not 
draw the arrow two thirds lof itv 
length. Topham accepted tbe bet 
-with the greatest confidence of win- 
ning; but, drawing the arrow to- 
wards his breast instead of his ear, 
he was greatly mortified in being 
obliged to pay the wager, after 
many fruitless efforts. 
* Partridge, the author of tha 
treatise just mentioned, seems to 
have been an eminent archer, and 
to have shewn no small degree of 
zeal for the exercise. His name 
is attached to two of the marks 
mentioned in his book (for they 
generally bore the name of the per- 
son erecting them) ; and he la- 
ments the decay of the art in most 
•places save the city of London, 
where, as it would seem, archery 
was yet a familiar exercise, " as 
appeareth by the daily concourse of 
citizens, to their great commenda- 
tions, in divers companies, in the 
convenient fields ai)Out the city." 

During the grand rebellion, the 
practice of archery seems to have 
received no encouragement, but 
rather to have fallen into disrepute.

A slight rally took place, in which 
Silverthorne was punished, but 
Belcher threw away blows, and 
Silverthorne made two good stops. 
•—Belcher missed a hit anfl closed, 
when Silverthorne threw him, but 
hfi was much weakened by loss of 
l>lood. 

4. Silverthorne made a bit at.th^

evidently weakened, and his nd* 
Tersary had none the worst of it ; 
but Belcher is always a strong hit« 
ter, and after putting in a blow» 
closing took place, and Silverthorne 
received a cross buttock, to use a 
technical phrase^ enough to borst 
him. 

5. Both evidently weak^ but Bel« 
cher hit his adversary twice in the. 
face with his right hand, which 
added considerably to the effusion 
of claret.

6. Belcher made a good rightf 
handed hit at the head, which was 
well stopped, and he planted a trer 
meudous right-handed body blow^.

7. Silverthorne, in a piostdisr 
tressed state, appeared anxious to 
get a hit, but Belcher waited on. 
him carefidly until he rallied, anc} 
when staggering with failure of. 
strength. Belcher hit him a violent 
blow in the throat, with which h^ 
went down with redoubled force^ 
and never appeared again ; he was,, 
however, beat by not appearing in. 
time, for on his second attempting 
to help him oft' the bottle-holder-^ 
knee, he fell prostrate, and was car- 
ried to a post-chaise. Belcher 
threw a somerset on winning, and 
rode to London on the box of a 
gentleman*s barouche ; but far dif- 
ferent was the situation of the 
loser, who was assisted to bed. The 
battle lasted nineteen minutes. 

REMARKS. 
Belcher never had a finer oppor- , 
tunity of shewing off his pre-emi* 
nent science, not even with Fam- 
borough. Ife fought cautiously, 
and had no difficulty at getting at 
bis man when he chose with a one,, 
two, Silverthorne is certainly a 

game 
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^ametnan^ bnt whether the name 
of Belcher had impressed on bim 
that sort of timidity, so contrary 
to his conduct with Dogherty, we 
cannot state. He made bnt one 
good bit during the battle, and in- 
stead of fighting a man like Belcher 
at the head^ he was continually 
throwing away right-handed blows 
at half length at Belcher*8 body> 
which left the left side of his hi^ad 
open, and which Belcher, by his 
qnlckoes(s, did not fail to take ad- 
Tantage of. Beside^, he is too 
slow in hitting, and even when in^ 
he fails in punishing. Gameness, 
in a man like Silveithorne, opposed 
to a man like Belcher, is in itself a 
failing, for It is sure to get a man 
of his lack of science punished. '

T will be perceived, by referring 
to our last number, that we were 
withheld from commenting more 
at large upon this case, from be- 
coming motives of discretion and 
delicacy ; inasmuch as the verdict 
of the Court Martial had not been 
then generally known, and as the 
determination of his Royal High- 
ness the Prince Regent, relative to 
the nature and consequences of that 
verdict, had not taken place. 

This verdict^ and the royal de- 
ter- 
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termiisatioii conseqirentta that ver- 
dict, have been since promiiigated^ 
viz. that Lieuteiiaiit«>ColoQel John* 
«tone is guilty of the act of mu- 
tiny, as described in the charge, and 
that he he cashiered, ^c. (see page 
169 of this Number)) which sen-" 
teace the Prince Regent hath con- 
firoied, with observing that he 
thought the sentence lenient, as 
applying to the direct bearing of 
CU^ionel Johnstone*$ offence. 

It is evident from this resnlt, 
that his Royal Highness, when he 
confiroied the verdict of the Court 
Martial, deemed it necessary to 
accompaoy that confirmation with 
a remark, that though he thought 
the verdict of the Court Martial 
lenient, as h^^nng upon Colonel 
Johnstone's conduct, which might 
lead to the most serious conse- 
quences, if it were in any way to 
be passed over^ ightly ; yet the 
Prince Regent, at the same time, 
signified that the leniency of the 
s^id Honourable Court might be 
justifiably directed, as the adminis- 
trative coadnct of Governor Bligh 
^as not of that pure complexion, 
as the durable welfare of a province 
so remote ispin the parent country 
demanded—- we were happy to per- 
ceive that the termination of this 
serious affair tqok such a turn ; 
because it corresponded, in its spi- 
rit, if not in its letter, with the 
sentiments, that we had previously 
formed upon the question. 
. In the present very critical si- 
tuation of this country, when we 
are encircled by powerful, and 
(unhappily) increasing enemies to. 
our political happiness ; and when 
the existence of the Sovereign is 
declared to be in imminent danger, 
it is consolatory to know and feel 
that the imperial diadem of this 
nation will he, eventually, placed 
V|>o|i t^Q ]\G9iA of a Priiiceji whQ 



bath evinced so mnch wisdom and 
forbearance, even in the restricted 
government which hath been so 
very cautiously committed to his 
direction. — It is, and should be, an 
occasion oi; exultation to every 
thinking Briton, when he knows 
that the sceptre of authority will 
devolve upon a Magistrate, whose 
perception and experience eqnally 
fit him for the assumption of the 
ruling power : as the bright quali* 
ties of his head, and the good quali* 
ties of his heart, were never doubt* 
ed even by the most zealous ad- 
herents of that party, who may 
have considered the ascribed pre- 
dilections of the Prince as some* 
what hostile to their received opi» 
nions upon the leading features of 
governmental agency. 

In passing a sentence in a Court 
of Law, it is always, pleasing to 
behold the Judge recurring, aa 
much as his solemn duty will per- 
mit, to the principle of equity, and 
making the statute bend, as it were, 
to the dictates of common reason : 
because it may be very possible to 
offend against the letter of the law, 
and yet the offence may carry so 
much of an extenuating spirit along 
with it, as, in some measure, to 
neutralize the criminality ; and, in 
such cases, it is not merely allow- 
able, but absolutely just, in the 
Magistrate, to commingle forbear- 
ance in his decision, and render it 
thereby as palatable to wisdom 
as jurisprudence 5 and if this is 
deemed as necessary in a Judge, it 
is doubly so in a Sovereign, whose 
bounden obligation it. is, to be as 
imitative of the beneficence of hea- 
ven in his great office as the frailty 
of his system will admit, and in no 
way can this noble desire be ren- 
dered so apparent, as

A perfect harmony reigned 
among them ; each \yas happy in 
the society of his fellow-labourer ;

How enviable a state t how ia-

almost wanting. 

The recollection gave me a dis« 
taste to every .thing that we call 
pleasure. In how contemptible a 
light did the comparison set the 
jollity and noise of the drunken 
rioter^ of the distracted gamester, 
or of the expensive libertine, who 
purchases, at the expence of half 
his fortune, the favours of a mis- 
tress that hates him, because she 
sees herself sold to him 3 that 
abuses his bed with a new intrigue 
every time she is assured of his 
sleeping but of it 5 and, in the end, 
will not fail to repay with diseases 
the beneficence of him, who had 
raised her above the necessity of 
prostituting herself to them ! 

I grew out of love even with the 
more innocent diversions 3 and 
* though, in the morning, I had pro- 
mised myself no common pleasure 
from seeing the greatest player that 
ever the English, or perhaps any 
stage produced, in one of his ca- 
pital parts, I sacri6ced it to the 
mere contemplation of the fields 
and hedges. I indulged, as long 
as day-light lasted, in a reverie of 
indolently successive images, under 
the shade of a tall elm, which thrust 
its roots into the banks of a little 
brook that, humlde and unnoticed 
as it crept along in this place, at a 
mile distance, I knew, was to 
swell into a vast expanse, and be 
the pride and ornament of the gar- 
den of a King. From such hum- 
ble beginnings do we see the height 
of human splendour rise, uncon- 
scious that it is to sink again into 
the same obscurity. 
. There i^ a pleasure in loitering 
away an hour or tvFO in such a 



scene as this, that few know win 
have not often repeated it; it ii 
impossible to enter upon such re- 
tirement, after the hustle of a day 
or two of business, without feeling 
a tranquil delight, that inspires 
one^ with a desire to remain in it, 
if it were possible, for ever ; with- 
out throwing one's self on tbe 
green couch that nature spreads to 
tempt us to it, and, as one looks up 
among the waving branches of the 
trees about the place, saying to 
one's self, with all the sweet ea- 
thusiasm of poetical iudolence*- 

Here let me, careless and unthoughtfulf 

lying, 
Hear the soft winds about me flying. 
With ali the wanton boughs dispute ; 
And the more tuneful birds to both re* 

plying : 
Nor be ray own voice mute.

A ramble of this kind is a plea- 
sure many moi e people would take 
than do at present, if they were 
sensible what it was. There is 
something in a clearer air aad 
solitude, that puts people, accus- 
tomed to smoke and hurry, into a 
humour to be pleased with every 
thing they see: nature abounds 
with objects that deserve attention;

He took an 
iron kitchen poller^ about a yard 
long and three inches round, and 
struck upon his bare left arm, be- 
tween the elbow and the wrist, till 
he bent the poker nearly to a right 
angle. With such another poker, 
holding the ends of it in his hands, 
and the middle of it against the 
back of his neck, he brought both 
ends of it together before him j 
and what was yet more difficult, he 
])ulled it almost straight again.

I shall now attempt to frame a 
law, wkicb, if agreed to, ]|vill in my 
opinion, put a stop to a practict 
that, though. perha|i)6 not meantso, 
is in itself absolutely unfair, aad 
what is still worse, is the parent of 
all those unpleasant disputes and 
altercations which form the only 
objections to a game in every other 
respect calculated for rational a- 
musement. I need scarcely add, 
that I mean the discovery, by wordi 
or gestures, of your approbation or 
dislike to your partner's play, be- 
fore the deal is absolutely finished. 
I do not mean to prevent. talkio^ 
over the last hand between the 
deals, but that it should be abso- 
lutely prohibited under a severe pe- 
nalty to say a word between the 
turning up of the trump card and 
playing the last card of the deal, 
except what is already allowed by 
the nUes of the game — such as to 
ask what are trumps, to desire the 
cards may be drawn, &c. The law 
I propose is this-r- 

" Whoever shall, by word or 
gesture^ manifestly discover his ap- 
proval or disapprobation of bis 
partner's mode of play, or ask any 
questions but such as-are specifical* 
ly allowed by the existing Laws 
of Whist, the adversary shsill either 
add a point to his own score, or 
deduct one from the party so trans- 
gressing at his option."

BOXING. 



A Boxing Match between Powers 
and £ing (the latter of whom 
was a candidate for fighting fame) 
took place on Tuesday, the l6tii 
instant, at Moulsey Hurst, for 50 
guineas and a liberal subscription 
purse. Powers is a man of science, 
superior to most professors, and 
inferior to none, and bis qualifica^ 
iions as a boxer were opposed to 
an aliedged novice, of something 
^hoat two stone more in weight, 
but one who had p*ut on the gloves 
at the Fives Court, and proved him* 
•df something more than a novice 
•t setting-to, which assertion the 
•equel of this combat will jus- 
tify. At twehe o'clock the com- 
batants shewed, with their seconds, 
,Paddingtoa Jones and J. Clarke 
for Powers, and Richmond and R. 
Hall for King. Betting was at 
the high odds of 9 to 4 on Powers, 
(^m bis known superior science 
igainst this supposed novice, 
^^ndl. King made an attempt 



to bit in force with the right hand# 
which was stopped, and hits of one 
two, left and right, were plantsd 
on ii\9 head and body, which pro* 
duced blood, and a knock»down, 
but Powers received a hit betwixt 
the blows. 

2. The first round had not in-* 
timidated King. He again made ^ 
play, and planted a good right* 
handexl blow on bis adversary's 
throat, which hit him aii^ay, and 
a blow with the left hand fell 
short. Powers by quickness waa 
in vrith his* antagonist, and hi^ 
him a good left-handed facer> with 
which he went down on being 
quickly followed to an irregular 
close. 

3. A sharp rally, in which seve- 
ral blows were exchanged, aftet 
Powers, by science, planted one 
with bis left band, which was re* 
turned by King with the right 
band. This roqnd displayed tha 
courage of King, who g^ve and 
took until a close ioored botb.*-3 
to 1 on Powers. 

4. Powers bit bis antagonist left 
and right again, but be received 
the force of a well-directed blow 
on the throat, in return for the 
left-handed hit, but was thrown ia 
ck)sing.-*— Betting two points more 
in favour of King than at settings 
to. 

5. King planted a '^left-handed 
hit something out of length, which 
he followed ipiicklywith the right, 
which Powers avoided by science^ 
and in closing. Powers gave him a 
scientific cross-buttock. 

6. A handsome rallying round* 
commencing by each making play* 
King with the rigbt hand, and 
Powers with the left at the same 
instant ; but King's blow told oa 
the head of his antagonist, by hav^ 
ing length on him. Several good 
falows^ which tried the bottom ot 

each^ 
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cmeby were exchanged, and the: 
round altogether was in favour of 
King, whose courage hecame at 
this time undoubted; hJows of 
force were exchanged -, and King 
was at length thrown a cross-but- 
tock; but his adversary, in his ex« 
crtiop, threw him with too great 
eagerness, and he received a hurt 
in the right shoulder again^st a ring 
stake, which, if it did not disable 
liim, was a formidable grievance to 
bim during the contest. 
. 7« Powers had received some 
good strait right-handed blows of 
liis adversary, more about the neck 
and body than in parts more visi- 
ble, and he changed his mode of 
fighting in this round, which was 
by stopping the punishing right 
band of his adversary, and getting 
ftway to hit, and in this be suc- 
ceedlcJ. 

8. Powers bit bis adversary a 
blow of force, at length well judged, 
•n the mouth, and he got away 
•nd repeated the same, and gave a 
specimen of science, outrivalling 
tbe besst exertions of Belcher, by 
repeating his blows, ^nd avoiding 
bis adversary's, until King was 
knocked down against the ropes, 
bleeding from every channel. 
' 9. King commenced a rally, of 
which he had the be6t» by straight 
right-banded hits, which told on 
the head and neck of his antago- 
nist. His superior strength car- 
ried the sway of the round, but 
although he bad thebest of bitting, 
be received a repetition of a most 
violeiit cross-buttock. 

}(X King received a tremendous 
left-handed facer on the motitb, 
which had previously swollen much, 
•and it was followed by a scientific 
bit on the throat, with which King 
went down. 

1 1 . A deter nHned rallying round, 
in which King put in as man^^ blows 



as Ills adversary, ind both fell ii 4 
rally. 

12. The rallying renewed aiis 
the last round; hut Powers by 
science hit bis adversary by good 
right-handed blows; staggering s< 
way. King gamely renewed the 
rally, and whilst he received a ^ 
petition of right-rhanded blows from 
Powers about the head, he returned 
them with the gluttony of a ikilj 
or a Crib, and had none the wocit 
of the round from the weakness qI 
bis antagonist, who was thrown. 

13. Powers hit down his mas 
with the left hand by another left- 
handed blovT on the month, whieh 
had been before much .beaten, u 
was the left side of King's head, 
from the temple to the neck. 

Having thus far described the 
slaughtering rounds of this figbt, 
the remainder will be better cojh 
yeyed by a general description than 
-a ^continuation of every rouoi. 
[powers had found King a courage- 
ous man, and a good rigbt-hsndid 
bitter in the early part of the coDt 
bat, and he was compelled with all 
bis science to change bis system at 
early as the sixth round, for thii 
supposed novice hit straight and 
well with his right hand, and bii 
superior strength rendered the 
change iu Powers*s system owe*' 
sary. The great object <rf Powcw' 
science was in bitting and getting 
away during the latfer part of tbi 
battle, for he was opposed to a niaB 
determinedly courageous, and « 
superior strength and weight, and 
who did not ap}>ear to feel the ef* 
fects of punishment. 

Powers fought thus at point* 
till he was scarcely able to cofl* 
tinue the administration orbeaiiflg 
to an adversary which required ^ 
much to satiate him. — ^Bettrog ^ 
came about six to four in the 30j* 
l^9usd^ for although the left tid«^ 
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the bead of King was a punishment 
in itself for a spectator to view, yet 
he fought with that sort of true 
courage which cannot he forgotten 
by his enemies, or too highly ap- 
preciated hy his friends. He was 
vrorse heaten even than the cou- 
rageous Medley, with the phejio-* 
menon Dutch Sam; and Powers, 
.too, bad his allowance, about the 
neck and body particularly. He 
had to 6gbt a determined game 
man of superior weight, and no- 
thing but his pre-eminent science 
could have carried him on to vic- 
tory with a customer so trouble- 
.8ome; added to whicb, he carried 
away that sort of punishment, 
with the addition of his hurt in the 
«ixth round, which rendered his 
. courage and game, doubtless. 

After forty-six rounds had been 
fought in fifty-seven minutes. King 
•had no chance of winning, and the 
gentleman who backed him urged 
him to resign, when he was yet 
anxious for a continuance of the 
combat in opposition to his strength 
and feeling. He ^ fixed himself 
high on the list, and Powers has 
shewn himself a twelve-stone man 
•(jual to any of the day. 

On the evening of the sparring 
for the benefit of James Belcher, 
as sanguinary a conflict ensued at 
the house of Richmond the Black, 
as was ever witnessed since the days 
of Brougbton and Slack to the 
present time, between two gentle- 
men — ^Mr. George Kent, and Mr. 
G. H. Cowlam, the well-known 
Westminster patriot; 'the latter 
.wished ^o meet his man in any 
other way than the fist, but as it 
was determined that blood should 
be spilt, the professional hands and 
amateurs present considered they 
were best fulfilling their duty to- 
wards humanity by laying aside the 
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more deadly weapons of pistol and 
sword, and to appeal at once to the 
fist. 

The challenger was the man of 
Kent, who had seen much service 
in the field, and therefore could 
not fail to interest and edify th^ 
aiQateurs. Clark and Sir Henry 
Sniitbj Bart, (a distinguished ama- 
teur and patroniser of the science) 
seconded the Patriot ; Mr. Harri- 
son and Gregson did the same of- 
fice for the man of Kent; Mr. 
Jackson, time-keeper. At setting 
to, 40 to 10 on the man of Kent, 
who took the lead for the first fif- 
teen n^inutes, as his skill and dex- 
terity were irresistible, and the 
Patriot had eight falls, four of 
which were as tremendous as were 
everwitnessedf 100 to 10 against 
the Patriot's coming to time, who 
came forth, smiled, and gave his 
adversary a dreadful one-two hit 
which floored him. 13tb rounds 
the Patriot received a cut on the 
right eye, but returned his adverr 
sary a stomacher. 14th round, the 
Patriot rallied, and hit over the 
guard of his adversary, but in re- 
turn received a facer.— 15th, l6th, 
17th, they bit till both fell. 18th 
and ] 9th rounds, the Patriot called 
time, and walked up to the man of 
Kent with bis arms folded 3 in this 
round tbey stood up, and hit each 
other nearly blind. 20th to 22d 
round, the man of Kent fought 
weak} 100 to 40 on the Patriot; 
who, the 23 d, 24th, and 25 tb 
rounds, rallied, closed, threw, and 
fell on his adversaiy, who could 
not again be brought to face hit 
man. The fight lasted tbirty-ninc 
minutes, when the Patriot was 
hailed as the pattern of all bnusers ; 
he has little or no science, but fre- 
quently gives a straight unexpected 
' hit, and is the best tempered, cool, 
and determined fighter^ ^hat ever

ACTION FOR A BREACH OF. THE 
GAME LAWS. 

TRIED AT T|I£ XENT AS&IZBS, 



GifFard, jE&q. v. Tristtam* 

npHIS was an action of trespass^ 
The plaintiff is a Magistrate of 
Kent, and the defendant a carpen- 
ter. 

'M.r. Serjeant Best observed,, that 
this action was brought under a 
Statute, to prevent persons in tht 
situation of life of the defendant 
from leaving their wives and fami- 
lies for the purpose of hunting. 
The defendant, accon)|)anted by a 
great number of persons and a pack 
of hounds, was galloping over the 
field, wfiich was sown with wheat, 
when a servant of the plaintiff 
called out to them to desist; be 
however treated with derision the 
remonstrance, and on quitting the 
field neglected even to shut the 
gate, pursuing the chase -over a 
neighbouring Common. The only 
question would be as to the amount 
ot damages, of which the Jury 
were perfectly competent judges, 
since there could be no. doubt that 
the defendant was not qualified,, 
and being a carpenter^ Lord £1- 
lenborough ' would inform them 
^ha^ he came within the meaning of 
• the Statute. 

The £rst witness caUed was a ,

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labourer oamed Austen, wbottate4 
the transaction to have occurred 
in Aj)ril last. He saw neither dogt 
nor game, but there were often 
horsemen in the field riding over it. 
The defendant said he would do no 
harm, and having gone down the 
field came back again -, — ^being 
cross-examined, he said that Tris- 
tram was 1^ respectable tradesman 
at Dulwich, and only walked his 
horse. — Heether, another labourer. 
Swore, that the dogs went on the 
other sicie of the hedge, and tl>e 
defendant went along the' head- 
land. — He did not know what they 
were hunting, as he saw neither 
£px nor hare.^-He could not say 
what damage was done. — Mr. 
Yantiey, solicitor to the plaintiff, 
proved that the defendant called 
«n him, to know what satisfaction 
Mr. Giffbrd required, when the 
witness informed him that five gui- 
neas must be paid to the poor of 
the parish, and an apology be made 
in the newspaper. 

Lord Bllenboro ugh. — ** It was 
a very impudent thing to require.*' 

The witness added, that Mr. 
Gifibrd afterwards declined the 
apology. 

Mr. Garrow, for the defendant, 
termed this a most scandalous ac- 
tion. His client had much to be 
thankful for, that in the conceit of 
authority, Mr Giftord did not 
thrust him into the House of Cor- 
rection. Mr. Giffbrd, the Jury 
were told, was a resjiectable Magis- 
trate ; the learned Counsel did not 
know him, but he ho]ied he had 
.some other claim to that title than 
this trumpery action. As a con*- 
trast, the Jury were informed that 
the defendant was a poor carpen- 
ter. It was not the fact, he was 
eqnaHy respectable, and had had 
the honour as a builder to have 
the care ot the concema of Lord 



Tburlow, and wasnovr engaged 
for that useful and valuable insti- 
^ tution called *' God*s Gift.*^ What 
then was the action? It wras a 
suit in which Mr. Gifford at« 
tempted to humble an Koglishman 
and a Man of Kent in the du&t, and 
to force him not only to pay 5L 
but to do what no gentleman 'would 
consent to, viz. make a public sipo<« 
logy in the newspa|)ers. It wsts a 
Sttit in which Mr. Giford vrMied 
to make himself notorious ; it waa 
a suit in which he woold be de* 
feated > and a suit out of wbicb he 
would come not with a little dis-^ 
credit. Tlie fact was, that the suit 
could not he maintained under the 
statute, because the plaintiff had 
failed in proving what was ahso« 
lutely necessary, that the defeodant 
was hunting for game. If the Ju* 
ry knew any coin less than a far- 
thing he trusted they would reward 
the kind, tender, smd respectable 
Magistrate with it. 

Lord EUenborough observed ia 
summing up, that this action was 
brought under a statute which 
made an inferior tradesman, wha 
committed a trespass after notict 
in hunting, liable to damages and 
full costs J bat it did not appear 
that the defendant was hunting 
according to the words of tbe sta- 
tute. It was plain that he was a 
trespasser, and the plaintiff rous^ 
therefore, have a verdict ; but his 
Lordship was of opinion that tbe 
Jury could not find that the defend^ 
ant was in pursuit of game, tbougk 
he might be constderedyas a cskrpen* 
ter, no inferior tradesman. If* 
thought the defendant had been ra** 
ther hardly dealt with, and bigfaly 
applauded his conduct in not sign^ 
ing the apology to be puhlisbed bk 
the newspapers.

against another whom he may envy, 
and then aftect to refuse him the 
•atistaction of a gentleman, upon 
tb« auumed ground that h^ had 
admitted the currency of an asper'- 
$ion, which he could never take to 
himself by oblique hints, because 
he was conscious that they could 
not attach to Jiis character ! — We 
have known many instances of 
social bitterness, similar to this, 
but they have always terminated iU 
m similar way, to the confusion of 
•alnmniators. 

Mr. C. d*£« conchtdes his ad- 
dress by an appeal against what he 
IS pleased to call " the modifica- 
tion of the sentence of the Court- 
Martial against his worthy friend. 
Captain L." now we think that 
tJiis is rjither going too far, even for 
Mr. C. d'£. and it is a point for

Mr. Serjeant Rough stated the 
case to the Jury on the part of the 
plaintiff. He said, that the pre- 
sent action was instituted to reco- 
ver the sum of 4Q\. Qs, 6d. being 
the vallate of a horse sold and de-^ 
livered by the plaintiff to the de- 
fendant. The parties were both 
very respectable men— the one Mr.

Charlotte Fancourt, sister to the 
defendant, recollected Mr. Franey 
coming on the Tuesday after the 
borse was returned, to try to per- 
suade her brother to take it again.

Robinson v. the Duke of Rutland. 
nnUE declaration in this actios 
^^ charged the defendiant with 
having trespassed upon the grounds 
of the plaintiff*, by riding over the 
same for the purpose of hunting 
and killing the fox on the 15th of 
November last. The case wa« 
proved by the evidence of WiUiam 
BTadon, who stated himself to be«a 
tenant of Sir William Manners, as 
. (he plaintiff also was. Plaintiff 
occupied" a field called North Wil- 
lou^ht^on, adjoining a close in the 
occupaticlh of the witness.— VRt- 
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mess waited on his grounds to give . 
dischfiirges to the Dnke und the 
other hunters : the Duke rode up^ 
and asked what damage was done 
Co witness's property. 

On cross^ examinaUen by Mr. 
Serjeant Vaughan, the witness ad- 
mitted that Sir William Manners 
employed the attorney for this pro- 
secution ! Sir William had been a 
candidate for the borough of Gran- 
tham, and the Duke bad started a 
fox against him, which was the real 
grievance. 

Henry Adcock, who lives at Silk 
Willoug&by, was also called to 
prove the trespass 5 but he could 
not swear to having seen the Duke 
ride over the plaintift^s lands : Jhe 
saw a gentleuaan on a grey horse 
that he believed was the Duke. 
Serjeant Vaughan put it to the wit- 
ness on his oathy whether he had 
not seen a printed paper offering a 
remardjor the Duke'4 head if any 
one would discover hiin hunting ! 
The witness said he had not seen it.. 
The Judge, in summing up, ob- 
served to the Jury« that he shud- 
dered to think any man of common 
cense would say that hunting was 
not intended as a mere amusement, 
but was for tlie purp)se of destroy- 
ing the foK. I f it was not intended 
as a mere amusement, it was a re- 
jection upon all engaged in it, for 
the fox might be killed in a much 
easier way. it did not admit of a 
doubt that a company of persons, 
or a single individual, in riding over 
the lands df another, committed a 
trespass. 

The Jury retttmed a verdict for 
the plaint^. And it was agreed 
that the same should be entered in 
the other three causes of the like 
nature. In the Sheriff's Court, 
immediately afterward.;, the dama- 
ges were assessed at One Shill'mg. 
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Johnson v. Oldacre. 



This was an action of trespass, far 
breaking and entering the plaintiff's 
ground. The defendant, who wat 
huntsman of the Berkeley Hunt^ 
]>leaded as a justification^ that he 
was the servant of one — Wood* 
£sq. who was a qualified man; 
that they had started a iox in bunt* 
ing, which ran over the gi*ound <rf 
the plaintiff, and that they followed 
it, as the only means of killing a 
noxious animal. The replicatioa 
stated, that the defendant pursued 
the fox for the sport of hunting, 
and not for the purpose of destroy- 
ing the fox as a noxious animaL 

Mr. Serjeant Shepherd observed* 
that it now became a question, 
whether any person within reach 
of the Berkeley Hunt was Co have 
the full enjoyment of his estate or 
not. He took it to be clear law, 
that the occupier of an estate bad 
absolute dominion over it^ subject 
to such rights in others as the law 
acknowledged, such as rights of 
way, &c. 3 but no person had % 
right to enter the lands of another 
for his own recreatioa. And aU 
though this action was defended bf 
a stock-purse, he hoped the Jurjr 
would give such damages th»t evea 
the subscription-purse of a hunting- 
club would find it to be most t« 
their interest not . to violate th« 
lands of others.

His declaration was, how- 
ever, material in another point of 
view, as it went to the amount of 
the damages which he^ declared to 
have been none.

Prom Nelson*s History of Islington^ 

A Society that deserves particular 
remark, has for many years 
been held at Highbury House. It 
is a friendly association of Protes- 
tant Dissenters, formed about a 
century ago, when the privileges 
of that body were imminently en- 
dangered by the passing of the 
Schism Bill, directly levelled against 
all ^hose not in conformity witli 
the Established chm'ch. The day 
on which this act was to have i-ie-^ 
ceived the-royal as&ent. Queen 
Anne died; in consequence of 
which the Highbury Society was 
formed, but their iseetings were 
originally held at Copenhagen 
House. However, so far back as 
1 740, Highbury was the place wbera 
this society held their meetingSL 
'* The party who walked together 
from London, had a rendezvous 
in Moorfields, at one o'clock ; and 
at Dettingen Bridge, where the 
house known by the name of the 
Shepherd and Shepherdess now 
stands, they chalked the initials of 
their names on a pQSt, for the in* 
formation of such as might follow. 
They then proceeded to Highbury; 
and, to beguile the way, it was 
their custom in turn, to bowl a baU 
of ivory at objects in their patii. 
This ball has lately been presented 
to the society by Mr. William Field. 
After a slight refreshment, they 
repaired to the field for exercise j 
but neither wine, punch, nor tea, 
were there introduced, and eight- 
pence was generally the whole in- 
dividual expence incurred. 

'^ A particular game denomi- 
nated Hop- BaU, from time im- 
memorial, formed the recrea- 
tion of the members of this so- 
ciety at their meetings. On a

Smith V. Bickmore. 

^HIS was an action against the 
defendant as a stake- holder, to 
jreeover back the sum of 261. which 
the pluintift had deposited in his 
.liands, as a stake to abide the event 
of a boxing match, which he was 
to have with one King. 

Mr. Serjeant Best stated the. law 
,to. be, that where a person paid mo- 



ney for an illegal bet, be had « 
rigl^t, at any tinie before the cwenX 
was to take place, to rescind the 
bargain, and hare the money agaih. 
In the present case. Smith bad un- 
dertaken to fight a man of the name 
of King, and each were to deposit 
26I. Smith did put his money into 
the hands of the defendant, but the 
battle was never decided, for though 
thev did meet, the constables in- 
terfefed, and no decisicHi of the 
contest took place, and therefore 
the plaintiff had a right tQ have his 
money again. 

The demand and refusal of. the 
money lieing proved, Mr. Serjeant 
Shepherd adii^tted that the law, 
which had been very fluctuating and 
doubtful upon this point, now was, 
that before the event in executing an 
illegal contract, the party migbt re- 
tract and demand his money again. 
But he was not to take the chance 
of the event, and after that demand 
the money ; because that would 
be — " Heads, I win> taik, you 
lose."— ^Now in the present case;. 
Master Smith was a Serjeant of 
Volunteers, and made it his boast, 
tl^at be could thrash every naan in 
his company, and therefore was the 
fittest to command them. But h^ 
found a man of the name of King, 
who did not quite agree with him, 
and therefore they each staked 261. 
in the hands of Bickmore, the de- 
fendant, and they were to argue 
the point on Braintree Heath, 
M'ithin fourteen days. On the day 
appointed, the lists were prepared 
with due formality, and the com^ 
batants set-to. He was told that 
it was a tJcry pretty fight, consider- 
ing they were not eminent in *tbe 
science, but that Smith was beatep 
> out of the ring, into which he did 
not return in due time. Upon 
which the ' Court . thet9 and there 
assemhkdj^ declared J^hig . the vic- 
tor. 
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tot, and gave judgment according- 
ly. It was tru»% that jiTst at that 
interval J\'".8. Smith, the plaintiff's 
wife, arrived, and having inspected 
her husband^ she declared he could 
iear a little more beating, dnd to 
oblige her he returned into the ringj 
King also beingacotnplaisant man 
agreed to have a round or two 
nioi-e, which latter 6ght was cer- 
tainly interrupted by the Peace 
Officers 5 but he contended that, 
in point of law, the latter rounds 
Were merely for love, and to oblige 
Mrs. Smith j but that the battle was 
ended when Smith m^de default 
out of the ring, and that he there- 
fore had not a right to have his moj> 
bey back again. 

Several witnesses were called. 
Who proved the facts as the Learn- 
td Serjeant had stated them. He 
asked, whether, by the laws of box- 
injg, leaving. the ring, and not ap- 
pearing in due time, was not yield- 
ing the battle } Mr. Serjeant Best 
contended, that they must state the 
fact, that the Court would draw the 
inference of law. 

The Lord Chief Baron said, it 
Wa's vastly too abstruse a poiiit of, 
law for him to determine alone. 
He should take the sense of the Ju- 
ry upoti it. He accordingly put it 
ti tlie Jury to say, whether the 
battle was ended by Smith's leaving 
the ring, and whether the latter 
rounds were in compliance of the 
wishes, and for the gratification of 
Mrs. Smith. The Jury found for 
the defendant,^ on the ground that 
Smith was beaten by leaving the 
ring.

, POISONING HORSES AT NEW- 
A1ARK£T. 

TT will be in the recollection of 
our readers that certain horses 
belonging to Sir Frank Standish, 
liord Foley, * and Lord Kinnaird, 
which were to have run at the last 
Spring Meeting at Newnjarket, 
and upon whicb considerable bets 
weit pending, were poisoned. Sus- 
picion fell upou several persons, 
And it was imagined that the au- 
thors of the b^se and diaboiical 
deed were individuals of no unim- 
portant consideration in society, 
and that, although meaner agents 
"^ere employed for the barbarous 
deed, that the emoluments arising 
from it were to fall into the pockets 
of Uien of certain note. How far 
ingenious investigation has disco- 
vered any proof .of this does not 
publicly appear; but it seems there 
was evidence enough for a Grand 
Jury of the county of Cambridge 
to, find a true bill against Daniel 
Dawson, a man well known on the 
turf, for an offence of this extra- 
ordinary nature. 

[ The bill having been found, 
Thomas Foy got the warrant for 
his s|reedy apprehension ; and that 
officer^ with his accustomed assi- 



duity and zeal, found Dawson ^t 
Brighton, and brought hira iinme- 
diately up to town.* 

On Thursday, the 15th instant, 
he was brought up to be identified 
before Mr. Conant, a Magistrate 
of the Marlborough-street Police- 
Office. A considerable number of 
taost respectable personages were 
present, and some of exalted rank j 
there was a vast concourse of io- 
diriduals, amateurs of the turf, as 
well as gently, of various descrip- 
tions, present — a motley groupe 
on the whole, from the dash- 
ing Peer of rank, wealth, and for- 
tune, down to the s\f and dry 
peculist, who turns things to ac- 
count, not only at Newmarket, but 
elsewhere, exhil)ited themselves. — 
Few. of these, however, got admb- 
sion } and, indeed, it was found 
expedient, on account of the rush^ 
to use force to keep the mob out. 

Dawson at length made his ap- 
pearance, having as his " Gentle- 
man in waiting," Tom Foy. The 
Magistrate, with a considerable 
share of urbanity, waited for the 
Counsel for the prosecution till it 
approached three o'clock, but he 
did not arrive. 

Mr. Barry, on behalf of Daw- 
son, urged the right, or rather the 
courtesy of the Magistrate (a Sill 
being found at the Assizes) to signi- 
fy what the charge against the pri- 
soner war, being as yet, in point of 
form, wholly ignorant of the cause 
for which he was deprived of bis 
liberty ; as on that depended the 
circumstance, whether it was an 
offence which the law considered 
to be, or not to be, bailable. 

Mr. Conant then, addressing 
himself to the prisoner, observed, 
that he must have heard that horse* 
of a valuable import were destroy- 
ed by poison, at the- last Spring 
Meetings at Newmarket; and that 

it 
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It was not necessary for him to 
expatiate upon the enormity of that 
crime. But tliat he would also re- 
mind Dawson (and he did it in 
charity) that whatever might be 
supposed to attach to him, with 
respect to that matter, and weighty 
it was, yet he would acquaint'him, 
That the Bill of Indictment which 
4ie was now to answer, was for the 
loss of the horses that were poisod- 
«d at the Spring Meeting,, at New- 
Ynarket, I8O9. 

Mr. Barry seemed to entertain 
this intelligence with a very con- 
siderable degree of surprise, and 
•liaving expressed a supposition that 
the defendant was indicted under 
the 9th of Geoi-ge the First, which 
makes it a capital offence malicious- 
ly to destroy horses and cattle, the 
"Magistrate acknowledged it ; and 
4hat, in the present shape of the 
case, he could not be admitted to 
l)ail. 

- * Here Dawson was about to make 
some observations, but he was 
stopped by his Counsel, and a com- 
mitment was made out, to send 
liim forthwith to take his trial at 
the next Spring Assizes for the 
county of Cambridge, for a capital 
offence. — Hearing this, he express- 
ed some chagrin, on account of the 
length of time that fte must neces- 
sarily remain in custody without 
'bail. — ^To this Mr. Conant observed, 
that he must submit to the law. 
He was then removed. 
' Dawson was originally a groom, 
and many years p^st was consider- 
ed one of the best judges of the 
capabilities of a race horse, as well 
as the crosses and jostlings, on the 
Newmarket Turf. He stands in- 
dicted for poisoning two horses 
at the Newmarket Spring Meeting 
of 1809^ Avhen the poisonous draft 
was supposed to have been de- 
signed for Mr, Wilson's ' Wizard,

A BRIEF MEMOIR OF THE LATE 
JAMES BELCHER. 



'THIS once celebrated » pugilist 
and formidable champioii of 
England, was Iwrn at Bristol, and 
bred to the business of a butcher. 
His mother was a daughj^er of the 
celebrated Slack of NorWich, who 
beat the famous Brcj^ughtonj but 
he far exceeded his maternal grand- 
father in all the requisites of box- 
ing, except strength. Belcher in 
his native place was reckoned a star 
of the first magnitude, and beat all 
who opposed him. He was sent 
up to London from the !Qristol 
nurseiy, by Bill Ward, when about 
twenty years of age, and brought 
with him a new system of fighting, 
which soon baffled the hest eftbrci 
of some of the most eminent of 
the professors' of the old school 5 
this science, peculiarly his own, 
was more intuitive than derived 
from, practice, and principally con- 
sisted in extraordinary quickness iu 
hitting. He was without any 
appearance of superior • bodily 
strength, but he stripped uncom-< 
monly well, and shewed a- great « 
deal of bone and musclel In his 
mode of fighting he evinced un- 
common judgment. He was re- 
markably agile, sprung backwards 
and forwards like lightning j you 
heard his blows but seldom saw 
them, though be never shewed any 
inferiority when opposed body to 
body ia close contest with his ant^- 

e g 2 gonist. 
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Enift. lie never closed^ Hiit wben 
could uot avoid it« and pi^eferred 
'# distance at which he could best 
avail^ himself of quick liitting, 
which was so remarkable, that 
)ie was enabled, whilst in tbfe meri- 
dian of pugilistic ardour, to punish 
more in five minutes than any other 
boxer in double the time ; and by 
this, and bis excellent bottom, it 
was that he was chiefly indebted 
for his success. His 'name will 
ever stand high on the record of 
l>Oxing, as he was indisputably the 
best twelve-stone man this country 
Overproduced. 

After his arrival in town, his 
iirst combat was with Paddington 
jJonesy a good man, whom Belbher 
beat easily, and entirely by quick- 
ness of hitting, which excited the 
surprise and admiration of the 
pugilistic world, and the fame of 
the Bristol Boy was noised abroad 
us a phenomenon. ^ 

• His next battle was on the 1 5th 
pfMay, 1800, on a stage erected " 
^n ^iuchley Common, with Jack 
'Bartholomew, well known in the 
annals of- pugilism. Though Bel- 
cher was mferipr in size, he beat 
"Sartholomew in twenty minutes. 

On December the 22d, in the

At this time he chi^l- 
lenged Mendoza, (Gamble's se- 
cond), but it seemed the Israelite 
was afraid of hioa^ ^n^ declined the

In July, 1801, a battle was 
/ought on Wimbledon Common, 
lietween £Iias a Jew, and the noted 
Tom Jones, which was won by the 
Jew.

a fellow named Befi&s> an IriAt 
man, and a fighting butcher, M 
illTUsed several persons in the rii^, 
apd gave a general challenge, ,biit 
no one seemed disposed to eater 
the lists with him. He tbeo 
called for Belcher, tbe Bristol 
prize-^Bghter, who, on enquiring 
his business, received a blow, which 
produced a most furious batde^ 
strength was in favour of Berks, 
but agility and science on the side 
of Belpher. This ferocious con* 
test finished in about twenty mi- 
nutes, when Berks was taken awaj 
in a state of insensibility. After 
this a challenge was given by Berks, 
and accepted by Belcher, to figbt 
for one hundred guineas a side: 
the time and place were fixed for 
tbe I2tb of October, .at £nfiel(lj 
but on that day tbe Police Magis- 
trates interfered, and the fight was 
postpoiif^d until the 25 tb of Novem^ 
ber, when it took place at Hurley 
Bottom, near Maidenhead, where, 
after, sixteen hard-fought roundv 
Berks was obliged to give in, be 
having received a blow on the 
bridge of his nose which entirely 
laid it open, and was severely cut 
and bruised in other parts, wiule 
Belcher was very little hurt. 

A second match was made be- 
tween Fletcher Reid, Esq. on the 
side of Belcher, an<l Captaia 
I'letcber for Berks, for them to 
fight in June, 1802, for onetboui 
sand guineas. They accordingly 
met at the time appointed, at 
Gi-eweltborpe, near Middlehan),io 
Yorkshire ; but tbe magisti'ates of 
that neighbourhood prevented any 
figh^ taking place. But on tht 
19th of August following, at Cam- 
berwell Fair, Berks attackeil i5eJ* 
cber in a most ferocious manoec, 
who punisl)ed him by knocking out 
one of his front teeth and witb

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?»artit6 interfering, it was agreed 
or thera to fight the next day for 
one bundre<l guineas, and the bat- 
tleto be decisiveof the bets, amount* 
ing to 2p00l. which ,were l^aid in 
Yorkshire. On the following day 
they fought behind St. George's 
Row, on the Uxbridge JUpad, wiien 
Uelcher was again victorious, by 
J^eating hh antagonist till he could 
neither see nor stknd. 

The i:ith of April, 1803, he beat 
Firby the Young Ruffian, 4lit Lin- 
ton, in Essex", for a subscription 
• purse of one hundred guineas. — 
Although Firby had beat most of 
his competitors, lie had no chance 
with Belcher, by whom he was 
completely beaten in twenty mi- 
liutes. 

Belcher, though only a twelve- 
9tone man, had his name regarded 
&s terrific as his blows were de- 
structive, and he bad enjoyed un- 
molested for four years the title of 
the British Champion. But on 
Friday, -the 24th of July, 1803, he 
met with a melancholy and irre- 
parable misfortune. In playitig a 
gan^e at fives in a court in St. 
Martin's-street, he received a blow 
' oi the ball which was struck by the 
marker, with such force, that it 
literally knocked one of his eyes 
out oft he socket. Not withstand mg 
this acci(^nt must be considered 
to have been a very great drawback 
on his future exertions, yet his 
confidence rc^mained, and such led 
to unsuccessful combats with su- 
perior weights and renowned pro- 
fessors. At length the wreath of 
laurel which had so long encircled 
his brow was torn off by the rude 

frasp of Henry Pearce, generally 
nown by the ap}>cllation of the 
Game Chicken. This battle was 
/ought 6r\ the 5tb of December, 
1805, on Baruby Moor, near Don- 
faster^ for iive hundred guineas a 



side ; when^ after a well-8nttanie<i. 
couiilct during thirty-6ve minutei^ 
be was obliged to submit to the 
superior strength of his antagonist. 
The next battle Belcher fought 
was wit|] Crib, in Aprii^ 1807, ai. 
Moulsey Hurst, for a stake of two 
hundred guineas, which he lo&t,, 
but not till he bad given Crib m 
severe beating. This battle bein^ 
adjudged to have been won by ac- 
cident, another match was jnade 
for Belcher against Crib, by a few 
sanguine friends, who were eager 
to give him an opportunity of r#* 
gaining that fame he onc€ pre- 
eminently enjoyed 5 accordk^y oa 
the Ist of February, 1809^ the 
^opibatants met on Epsom race 
ground, when Bekher was agaim 
vanquished. 

Belcher had degenerated \vrevU\ 
ous to his first losing the battle with 
the Chicken ; but yet with Crib 
there was the same animated m«n» 
, without the stamina to sup})Ort it« 
Since hi« last battle Belcher had 
gradually declined, and the last 
eighteen months he appeared a mere "^ 
shadow. 

He died on Tuesday, July the 
30th, at his house the Coach and 
Horses, in Frith-street, Soho, m 
the 3 1st year of his age, and on the 
Sunday following his remains were 
removed to Mary-le-bone burning 
ground, for the purpose of being 
interred. He was'^ a man of such 
a fair and inofifeusive character^ 
that a great cbneourse of people 
assembled on the occasion, whose 
manliest concern was the best epi- 
taph that could be exhibited on the 
deceased. 

Three mourning coaches follow- 
ed the hearse containing the body. 
In the first were the deceased** 
wife, and Thomas Belcher, hyi 
brother ; in the secoi}d, were Greg- 
sou^ Gully, and Richmond, the 

black ; 
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black ; fn tbe third coach were 
, Jacksou and Povvers. The pro- 
cession WAS followed by . a glass 
coach, in which was Bill Wood, 
■well known in the pugilistic circles, 
mccompanled by several amateur 
triends. They moved in a solemn 
manner from Frith-street, through 
Sobo-square, down Charles-street 
into Oxford-street. Here the con- 
course of people assembled on the 
occasion was f4> great, it complete- 
ly obstructed and interrupted the 
procession. On the arrival of the 
body at the ground, a great con- 
fusion ensued from the huniber of 
ipcctatbrs j many lost their shoes 
and their hats. After the body had 
been lowered, and the funeral rites 
bad been performed. Bill Wood 
kaped uj>on the coffiti, and ap- 
^»cared almost in a state of frenzy. 
He wept profusely, as did many 
other professional friends, who had 
followed the pugilistic hero to the 
grave.

GAME IN SPAIN. 



^ (From Jacob's Travels in that CmmtnjJ 



T7HERE are no game-laws in 
Spain; nor could any power 
enforce such laws, were tliey enact- 
ed. Every man in ^pain carries 
his gun when he goes from homef 



The Spaniards are all excellent 
marksujen, and the kind of defence 
bebt adapted for Spain depends 
much on their skill in this respect. 
The parties of Guerrillas fornied 
over the country are very numerous, 
and by intercepting dispatches, and 
cutting oft' supplies, have annoyed 
the French more than the regular 
troops. Had game laws been es- 
tabii&hed, and the peasantry pro- 
hibited from carrying fowling- 
pieces, ^he country would not have 
niade the resistance to the French, 
which has so far exceeded that 
which they have experienced ia 
other countries. 

Though all are permitted to 
kill game, there are extensive pre- 
serves, called Coi tos, belonging to 
the King, and to some of the no- 
bility, which are protected by pri- 
vileges similar to our right of free- 
warren. The Duke of Medina 
Celi has some very considerable 
domains of this kind ; one situated 
on the banks of the Guadalquivir, 
extending nearly twenty miles^'and 
a smaller' one a few miles from 
Chiclana, where I have been to 
enjoy a day's sport, but the wea- 
ther w^as so hot that the scent 
would not lie on the ground 5 and 
the Spanish pointers, though they 
have good noses, are so ill trained, 
that they are never steady, nor 
will they back like dogs broken in 
England. There is a])undance of 
game, but too much cover to 
course or hunt the hare; there- 
fore they are all killed with the 
gun. Partridges of the red-legged 
kind are in great plenty 3 but 
there are no pheasants. In cold 
weather the woodcocks make 
their a|)pe.arance in great num- 
bers ; and there are plenty of 
snipes; rabbits also are very com--? 
mon.

'T'HIS fair for three years past has 
been celebrated for an exhibi-

THHIS was an action brought up- 
on the warranty of *i horse, 
sold by the defendant to thq plain- 
tiff' as a sound and steady horse, 
both for the,saddle and for harness, 
for sixty-five guineas. The war- 
ranty was clearly proved, and plain- 
tiff also proved by the defendant's 
own servant, who was in the de- 
fendant's sei;vice at the time the 
horse in question was sold to the 
])laintiff, that he. had been veiy un- 
ruly both in riding and in a cart, in 
which he had been used, and that 
his eyes appeared as if he had 
caught a cold^ which affected them 

for 
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fbr aIx)iTt a month before he was * 
soldy and that he oiice threw the 
•errant when exercising him and 
brother horse together; the plain*^ 
tift's own groom proved that be 
¥iad been thrown by the horse af- 
ter plaintiff bad bought him, and 
that he was very unsteady and dan- 
gerous to ride. 

Mr. Burley, a very respectable 
Veterinary Surgeon, said, that in 
liis judgment the horse^s eyes- were 
afiticteil by a constitutional disease, n 
m-hich Mr. Coleman^ the celebrated 
Vetertnary Surgeon in London, 
calleil a gouty^affection, being in 
tlic horse very like the disease on 
the human subject, and that in his 
judgment this disease must have 
beea existing when the horse was 
wan;ant€d. 

life defendant, on the contrary, 
italTrd many witnesses, who swore 
rtiat the horse had been sound of 
his eyes from the time he was 
foafefU to the last month before he 
wks sold, when he was under the 
cstfc of the witness produced by 
the plaint! Ql That the horse had 
been u^d as a coach hors^, and 
f p<ie in a winker bridle, and bis shy- 
B^ss therefore was attributable to 
1)U being rode in a diii'erent bridle, 
^onie of ''the defendant's witnesses 
adttiitted that he shyed at a coach, 
^nd could with difficulty be got f)a^it 
a WHjfgon, or a gypsy *s tent. The 
defendant also produced letters from 
ifie plainti^, in one of which he 
proposed to sell the defendant the 
l^oise again for sixty guineas, and 
in another to refer the dispute. 

The Jniy deliberated for near 
two hours, and then found a ver- 
dict for the defendant.'

N Saturday mornhig, the 17tk 
instaM, as the nephew of Mft 
Astill, gamekeeper to Earl Spen*' 
cer, at Wimbledon, was going ovtt 
to work, be heard the discharge of 
a jn^isket j be returned to bis uncle'i 
house, in the Noblei EarFs park, 
and informed him. Astill snspect** 
ing it was some person shooting

.at'ter^ the gamekeeper reached bis 
.home in a very exhausted state, 
•from the loss of blood, from a des* 
|>erate wound he had received on 
the left side of his head, just above 
his ear, and sfieechiess. His state 
,%vas such that he could not give 
any account who had wounded 
him, but by signs. An alarm was 
given at £arl Spencer's house, and 
th6 gatnekeeper being a highly re- 
spectable servant, every exertion 
swas made for surgical assistance, 
Jmd to pursue the ]ierpetrator of 
4he horrid deed. Mr. Shillitoe, the 
surgeon, of Putney, arrived soon 
after, who, finding the wound of a 
very desperate nature, sent off an 
Express for Mr. Carlisle, the sur- 
geon, from London. Application 
was also sent to the Public-Office, 
3ow-strcet, and Lavender and Vic- 
kery were dispatched in a post- 
chaise. On their arrival at Wim- 
hledon on Saturday- afternoon, they* 
found, that a man named William 
jUolt, who "had come out of Hamp- 
shire to work at the harvest, was 
the man suspected, and that he had 
been employed by a tenant of Earl 
Spencer to cut a field of barley, in 
isonjunction with another roan, 
sear the pbice where the gun was 
discharged. He had been in the 
^eld of barley, it was ascertained, 
liaving left his victuals and a bot- 
tle of beer there for the day, but 
.^ad not been at work. — The offi- 
cers several times lost all trace of 
him, but at length found him at

The officers not being sa- 
tisfied with this account, searched 
the house by permission of the land- 
lord, and found in tlie cellar, be- 
hind the beer barrel, a gun, which 
proved to be the same that £afl 
Spencer's gamekeeper went out 
with. This took place on Wed- 
nesday evening. They took him 
into custody of course, and on 
Thursday he was taken before the 
wounded gamekeeper, who is not 
able to speak : he was propped up 
in his bed, but, by strong signs, 
identified the prisoner as the tdas 
who wounded him. The witnesses, 
to prove the prisoner on the jspot, 
were examined by Major Fleming 
and two other Magistrates, at the 
Spiead Eagle, at Wandsworth. 

On Monday the 26th instant, the 
prisoner uudei'went another exami* 
nation at Horsemonger-'lane prisoiv. 
-—The landlord where he lodged at 
Wandsworth stated, that the priso- 
ner left -his house about ^vp o'clock 
on the morning the gamekeeper 
was wounded ; that he filled the 
bottle witii beer, which was found 
in the field of barley where the pri- 
soner ought to have been at work : 
also the bag of victuals, which tb« 
landlord proved to be with him.— A 
great deal of the evidence, we la-^ 
ment to say, is conjecture, the 
wounded man being still speechless. 
It is supposed he was knocked down^ 
tfhd, xsfter he was down, the con- 
clusion is, that be received two 
violent cuts on the left side of hi» 
bead, above bis ear.-^The Surgeons 
have some hopes of the recovery of 
the wounded man. — ^The prisoner 
is fully committed for trial. He 
proves to be a well-known poacher, 
and was some time since wounded- 
in his thighs, in Richmond Gar- 
dens, by one of the keepei*s, but o» 
account of hit wounds he was not

a capital ott'ence to destroy it ma- 
liciously. For we find by the sta- 
tute 9 Geo. I. cap. 22, that it is 
enacted, " That if any person, 
aftei? the 1st day of June, 1723, 
shall unlawfully and maliciously 
kill, maim, or wound any horse or 
other cattle, he shall suffer death 
as in cases of felony, without be- 
nefit of clergy." And we further 
find thait this statute is made per- 
petual hy the 31st of Geo. II. c.-i2. 
—At the Assizes for the county of 
Essex, held in the summer of 176I, 
a man was tried, found guilty, and 
executed for this offence. It were 
much to be wished that some Le- 
gislative regulation should cake 
place relative to using these ani- 
mals ill, and we must say that the 
failure of Lord Erskine's Bill on 
tlie subject is much to be regretted. 

Crib and Molineijx. — ^The 
following paragraph appeared in 
most of the Scotch newspa[>ers r^— 
*'^ On Suiiday last. Crib, the cele- 



brated pugilist, .'arrived in Aber- 
deen, on a visit to a gentleman there. 
He is altpresentin training, inUry, 
the seat of Captain Barclay, pre- 
paratory to the great battle to be 
fought with Molineux, on the 27tA 
September, near Doncaster. On 
this match not less than 5O,000l. 
are already betted J and Crib stakes 
100 guineas of his own money oa 
the issue. Betting, however, is at 
present equal. This celebrated 
boxer is at present the champion 
of England, having fought and 
gained the following pitched bat- 
tles, besides many casual ones, in 
which he never was beatj viz. 
with George Maddox, January, 
1805; Thomas Blake, Febniary, 
1805; I key Pig, May, I805j 
Richmond, the black, October, 
1805;' James Belcher, 1807; Hor- 
ton. May, 1 808 ; Gregson, October, 
1808; Belcher, February, ISOQj 
and Molineux, December, 1810. 
Crib is now bnly thirty years of 

age." 

This paragraph was also insert- 
ed in the Edinburgh Star, accom- 
panied with the following com- 
ment : — 

*' When the amount of raouey 
collected for the relief of British 
prisoners in France, now suffering 
for the cause of their country, 
scarcely amounts to 49,00Ql., 
there is — Blush oh Britain I — there 
is, 50,0001. depending upon a boX' 
ing match ! the^ champion Crib's 
arrival, and on a Sunday too 1 on 
a visit to a gentleman of Aberdeen, 
(we should be glad to know what 
kind of gentleman he is), on his 
way to Captain Barclay's seat, 
where he is to go into training— 
this must be announced, forsooth, 
as if be, the meritorious Crib, did 
honour to the city of Aberdeen by 
his presence ! ! ! what will tbf 
starving manufacturers of Scotland 
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ftay when tbey read this ! Shame, 
shame upon it !'* 

In consequence of these remarks. 
Crib addressed the folioyving card 
to the Editor: — 

*' Mr. Crib presents his respects 
to the Editor of the Edinburgh 
Stai\ — Mr. Crib saw (with what 
satisfaction the Etlitor may sup- 
pose) the paragraph relating to 
him in a late Paper, and he will 
take flie opportunity of soon pass- 
ing through Edinburgh,' to make 
due personal acknowledgments for 
the favour done him. — Uiy, by 
Stonehaven; 28th July, 1811." 

To this card, the Editor, in his 
paper of the 6th, makes the fol- 
lowing reply : — 

" If Mr. Crib, by personal ac- 
knowledgments, means any thing 
in his professional line, as we are 
not adepts in the noble science of- 
boxing, we think it would be but 
fttir to give us a little time to pro- 
cure a champion, and put him 
in training : perhaps Mr. Crib's 
friend, at Aberdeen, might be in- 
duced to superintend his educa- 
tion." 

The battle between Crib and 
Molineux .will not take place at 
Doncaster, as first intended, some 
of the Magistrates hawng publicly 
expressed their determination to 
resist an attempt of the sort.

COME lime ago there appeared at 
Cauterbury a jeu d* esprit enti- 
tied the Whim, m which certain 
«»f the Officers of the troops sta- 
tioned there, and the Mayor of the 
town, were exhibited in a hidicrous 
li^ht^ for which the latter brought 
his action, and obtaine^l damages. 

The circumstances of the publi- 
cation, as far as related to the mi- 
litary and the subsequent occur- 
rences thereon, having been trans- 
mitted to the Commander in Chief, 
ajul by his Royal Highness sui)- 
Biitted to the Prince Regent, the 
following letter was transmitted to 
Xtieutenant-General Nicholls, com- 
manding the Kent district^ and 
conformably to the instructions, 
the 23d regiment of LightDragoons, 
and the troops stationed in Canter- 
hury, marched to Barb am Downs, 
<Mi Saturday the 24th of August, 
when the commands of his Royal 
Highness the Prince Regent were 
carried into effect.

'* Sir— -Your letter of the 10th 
of July, and the several documents 
which accompanied it, have been 
under the Commander in Chief's 
most serious consideration, and I 
am now commanded to inform you, 
that the circumstances in which 
Captain Peter Hunter, of the 
Qneen*s Regiment of Dragoon 
Guards, arid CaptHin Francis Goul-

of their brother officers and some 
_of the respectable inhabitants of 
Canterbury have been most.unjns- . 
tifiably and wantonly injirred, they 
have lowered themselves much in 
the estimation ef the Prince Re- 
gient, and have placed themselves in 
a situation very derogatory- and in- 
oonsistent with their rank and sta^ 
tioA as office]*s in the mrilitary ser-^ 
vice. The oifence of which they 
have been guilty is most particillar* 
ly reprehensiUe, nor is the mode 
in which they have thought pro- 
per to offer reparation to the par-

The formation aud constitution 
of that heroic body oi men whick

denied that he ever did so in his 
life; that the Act of Parliament 
must fall to be interpreted accord- 
ing to its obvious meaning; and 
he endeavoured to shew that it did 
n^t apply to the sportsman who 
walks on foot and kills a partrjdge 
with a gun ; tbi^t he was no cam* 
nron poacher, but one of many 
thousands, who, although not ]ios- 
sessed oi a foot of laud in the 
\yorld, paid a regular licence to 
Government for liberty to shoot, 
and, with the consent of some pro** 
prietors, was in the use of taking 
a day's sport upon their grounds. 
The Sheriff of the county of Edin- 
burgh found, however, that the de- 
fendant had incurred the penalty of 
the Act, 1621, and in terms whereof 
£ued him one hundred pounds,Scots. 

The defendant, however, by the 
advice of others, was determined 
to try this question with these pow- 
erful associations, Mid a))pealed by 
Bill of Suspension to the Court of 
•Session. Thecjise was heard with 
attention, and powerfully assisted, 
as these associations were, with the . 
^lost eminent and powerful artil- 
lery of the bar. 

Well primed and Ibaded for the , 
keen dispute, the Judges of the 
Court of Session were not inclined 
to interprete the Act of Parlia- 
mest in (juesticn, in the severe and 
aristocrat ical juauner that . these 
game -preserving gentuMtirn had 
done. The arj^uments 'of the par- 
ties were simply tbese. It was 
contended for the association, that 
the defendant not having an estate, 
aaiauuiing to a plough of land in 



heritage, was not by the law c*f 
Scotland a person qualified to kiU 
_game. That by the Act, I6OO, 
cap. 23, a restiaint is laid for the 
first time npon the killing of 
game, and which seems to prohibit 
the lower class of the people ; and 
" sik as by their revenues may 
heare the charges of the halkes 
hounds, and dogs, requisite in sik 
pastimes," from following these di- 
versions, and that this when fol- 
lowed up by the Act, I621, which 
prohibits all from hunting snd 
hawking, who have not a plough, 
of land in heritage, is the only 
legal qualification existing in Scut- 
land at the present day. — In short 
the association argued, that the 
mere taking out a licence, nay the 
having the |iermission of a proprie- 
tor to shoot Hpon his grounds, did 
not qualify or entitle any one to 
kill game, unless at the same time 
he possessed lOOl. per annum of- 
landed property. 

On the other hand it was con^ 
tended by the defendant, that the 
Statute in qu£Stion did not apply 
to the present case, because it con- 
tains a prohibition merely against 
hunting and hawking, and of con* 
sequence does not restrain the 
killing of winged game by means 
of pointers and fowling pieces > 
that in fact the Statute in ques- 
tion was an olrl and obsolete Act 
of Parliament, gone into disuse^ 
and could by no means apply to the 
modern manner of killing game. 
That it was prq)OStcrous and ab- 
surd to say that the many thousands 
of respectable and worthy lieges 
who were in use to take -out li- 
ceuffes, and get permission to shoot 
npon the grounds of their friends, 
were to be laid open to intolerable 
and oppressive penal actions, at the 
instance of illegal comhinations 
and. associations of iiidividuals, who 

wished 
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tvjsbed to monopolise the sport of 
tLe country. 

This case created a gQod deal of 
interest; but as I have already 
«aid, the Judges were not inclined 
to go into the ideas of the associa- 
tion. They were of opinion that 
a person duly licenced, was entitled 
to shoot game, provided that he 
possessed the permission of the 
proprietor of the ground j and tl^us 
the wishes and expectations of these 
gentlemen, of monopolising the 
whole game of the country, fell to 
the ground. From some trifling 
points of form and legal jargon, 
the case has not as yet got out of 
Court ; but it is understood that 
the associations, disappointed as 
they are, and enraged that any ob- 
scure individual should presume to 
dispute so important a point with 
tliem, have resolved to carry the 
judgment of the Court of Session 
by appeal to the House of Lords, 
in hopes no doubt that the defend- 
ant, unassisted, end less powerful 
in a pecuniary point of view, will 
' be unable to follow them. 

This case, Mr. Editor, must at 
«ne view appear of the utmost con- 
sequence to the public at large, 
and in a great measure to English 
sportsmen, who are in the practice 
of resorting northward to indulge 
themselves with the diversion of 
grouse shooting. If the associa- 
tions should be successful in esta- 
blishing the point of law, it is evi- 
dent that no man can carry a gun 
unless he possesses, within Scotland, 
landed property to the extent of 
one hundred pounds per annum. 
The English gentlemen, the mo- 
ment they set foot within the coun- 
try, for the purpose of sport, must 
be liable to penal actions 3 and in 
place of themselves being entitled, 
or allowed to pursue and hunt 
4o^Q game> wiU - themselves be 



hourly laid open to beiiunteJ down 
by Sheriff's officers ana all the lovr 
retainers of the law. In this view 
it has been resolved to open a sub- 
set iption in Scotland to assist the 
defendant who has so boldly and 
praiseworthily stepped forward to 
resist these illegal and intolerable as-* 
sociations ; and viewing it in a na- 
tional point of view, as of th« 
greatest importance to the freedom 
of individuals, it is hoped that the 
brother sportsmen of England will 
not be backward in throwing m 
their mite to assist in so laudable a 
defence.— I am, &c,

This civic carnival commenced 
^n Tuesday, the %A instajit. The 
Jiord Mayor left the Mansion 
House before noon, and proceeded 
in his state coach, attended by the 
Sheriffs and City Marshals, to the 
Pld Bailey, where, conformable to 
ancient custom, he stopped at the 
floor of Newgate, to partake of a 
^ool tankard presented to him hy 



Mr. Newman, the keeper. H# 
then proceeded along Giltspur- 
street to proclaim the Fair. The 
mpment the civic procession was 
discovered approaching, all the in- 
struments of music, from the gong 
to the octave flute, sounded a salute, 
suflicient to have dumb-stunned the 
noise of Bonaparte's cannon at the 
battle of Marengo. After the pro-^ 
clamation had been made at the 
^reat gate leading to Clothfair, the 
Lord Mayor returned in the same 
order he set out. 

The fair, on this occasiop, pre* 
sen ted a spectacle of an interesting 
descrjption ; Richardson, Scowton, 
Gyngell, and others, reared their 
portable Theatres with more than 
usual pageantry, and the shows in 
general were more numerous this 
year than last. All the emperors, 
heroes, harlequins, columbines, 
punch, and even the devil himself, 
appealed in splendid attire 3 fire- 
eaters, conjurors, and rope dance-* 
ers, per«fonned their feats in public, 
to attract the spectators to their 
exhibitions ; and while the gaping 
multitude lifted up their eyes to 
gaze on the wonders, pickpockets 
were busy in removing, by legerde- 
main, watches, handkerchiefs, and 
pocketrbooks.

Letter in Defence of Bartholomew 

Fair. 

Mr. Editor — ^Every year Bar- 
tholomew Fair is held, and as regu- 
larly as it returns, we are told what 
ft good thing it would be to sup- 
press it; yet, year after year, it re* 
turns ; and year after year we put 
op our ineffectual prayers for its 
suppression. Wise men wonder at 
this, and good men deplore it ; but 
as^ome things in our political eco- 
nomy are not under the controul 
of either, the evil goes on. 

Such was part of my conversa- 
tion a few days ago in a company 
vrhere an old gentleman^ somewhat 
peculiar in his opinions, and rather

•T^HIS was an action to recover 
damagei* for a horse warranted 
to he what be really was not. 

Mr. Jekyll stated the case for the 
plaintiff, who is a medical gentle- 
xban^ residing at Penzance. The 
defendant is a farmer at Ludgvan, 
near that place. T^ Doctor, be- 
ing in want of a good horse, ap- 
plied to the defendant^ who pro- 
enredhim the horse in question, 
and warranted bim perfectly sound 
and free from vice. The Doctor 
remarked, that being a corpiulent 
man, and a timid rider, he wished 
to have a horse that wonld carry 
'kim safely on all occasions. The 
defendant having, strongly recom- 
mended his horse, a bargain was 
struck for fifty guineas. The fol- 
lowing morning the Doctor mount- 
ed 3 but he was no sooner on the 
unimal's back than he stood on his 
hind legs, and walked a consider- 
nble distance like a dancing bear, 
dragging the Doctor with, him in 
the stirriip^. Assistance being for- 
tunately at hand, be was extricated, 
and' did not receive much injury* 
Several ostlers and others attempt- 
ed to ride him, but they all met a 
jKmilar fate. Upon this the plain*

THE SWINDLER DETECTED. 



At the Durham Assizes, John 
Keeves was indicted for knowingly 
And designedly, by means of false 
pretences, obtaining a grey gelding, 
with intent to defraud William 
Ward, of North Shields, and felo- 
niously stealing and carrying away 
the said gelding on the 4th of Jun« 
last. 

The pH8<>n£r had come to the 
kouse oH Mr. Ward, alieut the be- 
Ifinning of June last, under pre*' 
Wuce of going oitt as Secretary to 
Admiral Saumarez. After staying 
m few days, he took a fancy to a 
korstt of Mr. Ward*s, and entered 
into conversation about purchasing 
kirn. Under pretence of trying the 
kocse for a few days, he hired him 
to go to Newcastle -, but instead of 
goin|( hsitk to Shields, proceeded 
tathe South, and ali knowledge of 
khn was for a time lost. In a short 
lime after, Mr. Ward received a 
Jetter without a date, but with th« 
York pc^^t-mark, inclosiivg a bill 
fo9 211. purporting to be payment 
of the horse. This bill was a ficti- 
tious one, for it never was honour- 
«l. Mr. Ward, however, was ena- 
hkd to trace out tbe prisoner, by 
means of a trunk directed to one 
Fitzpatrick of London ^ and by 
means of a Bow-street officer he 
was taken into custody, and was 
afterwards brought dov/n here by 
a constable, who was sent on pur- 
pose from North Shields. 

The facts were proved, and it 
appeared from the evidence of a 



derk in the Bank of Batsoik ami 
Co. that he receive^l a bill of ex- 
change from Mr. AVard, t€i be sent 
for acceptance, as be was doubtful 
of it. It was sent to Glover and 
Co. and returned unaccepted. Tbe 
banker's letter inclobing the bill^ 
when returned, stated, thajt they 
had no ejects of the pri^ner, and 
that they wished to have nofartfher 
correspondence with him. 

His Lordship then addressed tbe 
Jury. He observed, that if a man 
made the hiring only a pretence 
for stealing a horse,, that person 
stood in the same predicament as 
if he had stole the horse without 
any pretence, which is a capital of- 
fence. /One remark he made was 
rather in favour of the prisdii^i?; 
viz. that an intimation app^e^red 
from the letter of Glover aid Co# 
that the persoa had once ha^ a 
corres])ondence with the bQ08e» 
from which it might be inferred* 
that the bill sent to Ward was tiofc 
altogether tsctitious. 

The Ju;ry brought in a a verdici 
of guilty. 

His Lordship, on passing scnn 
tence of death, observed, that tha 
attempt to convert the ftct of felo* 
niously stealing tbe horse into a 
contract, proved him tohe an artful 
and dangerous olfender ; and thaft 
if he did recommend him to mercy* 
he was nevertheless iw>t a fit persoji^ 
to reittain in the country.
